GEN. HANCOCK IS DEAD, 


The Distinguished Soldier. Expires 


Suddenly at His Home on 
Governor's Island. 


His Illness Quite Brief, and His Death 
a Shock to Relatives and 
Friends. 


— — ä — 
Messages of Condolence Received by the 
Widow Biographical Other Mort- 
uary Matters. 


New York, Feb. 9.—(Special.|—Maj.-Gen. 
Winfield Scott Hancock, commander of the Mil- 
itary Division of the At died at head- 
quarters on Governor's Isl at 2:55 o'clock 
this afternoon., His death, althoush sudden, 
was not unexpected. It was due to the com- 
bined effects of diabetes of a carbuncle on 
the back of bis neck. Gen. Hancock bad been 
in poor health more or less all winter. Indeed, 
he never recovered, it was thought, from the 
shock c by the degth of his only 
son, Rigéell Hancock, Deo. 80, 1884. 
He remained at headquarters al- 
most constantly, going ut very little,

but receiving every one who called to see him. 
His last journey from the island was a recent 
trip to New York, Wednesday, Jan. 27, and he 
went direct to Washington, where he took 
rooms at Wormley's Hotel. He was in such 
poor health that he scarcely left the hotel 
during bis entire stay, and, having transacted 
his business to hie satisfaction, he returned to 
Governor's Island Jan. 30. Upon his return he 
complained te Dr. John H. Janeway, his attend- 
ing surgeon, of a boil on the back of his neck. 
The boil bad been lanced the day before 
by Dr. Orrlly at Washington. Dr. Janeway 
found that the boil had been growing for sev- 
eral days and thought that it might prove 
troublesome. The loss of blood from the ecup- 
hon was sue as to make a véry perceptible 
difference in the Generals usual ro- 
bust appearance. The boil continued to grow, 
and three days later it took the @ppearance of a 
oarbunole. and caused conside pain. Two 


days afterward Gen. Hancock gs feeling very |. 


ill, but at night he took a ¥ the better, 
and the symptoms were thought to be entirely 
in his favor. This favorabie condition lasted 
only a short time, however, for Friday, the day 
following, he grew worse very rapidiy. The 
earbuncle pained him greatly, and at 11:30 
o’vlock that night he became delirious. 

For the first time Dr. Janeway considered 
him very seriously ili, and watched by him 
constantly. Saturday Gen. Hancock rested 
easier, the symptoms being more favorable. 
and Sunday he seemed neither to gain nor to 
lose. He was in a cheerful frame of mind and 
seemed hopeful of a speedy recovery. He 
talked pleasantly with his wife, who was with 
him day and night, and with bis 
littie grandson, Gwynn Hancock, whose 
toys took up a good share of the unoccupiea 
space in the General’s bedchamber. Dr. Jane- 
way and Col. Charles Sutherland, the medical 
director, administered, from time to time, 
hypodermic injections of brandy and ether, 
whisky and ether, and whisky and carbonate of 
ammonia, and as each injection seemed to pro- 
duce a good effect the physicians were hopeful 
of preventing a very long run of sickness. 

Despite these efforts Gen. Hancock continued 
to grow worse. He sank slowly but gradually 
during all ot Sunday night, and yesterday 
morning he was very weak. The carbuncie had 
developed rapidly and dominated the General's 
iliness. He was unable to move his head with- 
out great pain. During yesterday afternoon 
the decline was very rapid, and at 6 o’clock it 
was thought that he would lapse into uncon- 
sciousness before morning. Mrs. Hancock be- 
cume alarmed at the General’s steady decline 
and refused to leave his bedside for a mo- 
ment. She spoke to him from time to 
time, and he replied only in monosyliables. 
Although nurses were in and about the room 
constantly, Mrs. Hancock would let no one ad- 
minister the medicines but herself. Early this 
morning, worn out with watching, she rose to 
leave the room to catch an hour’s sleep in 
another part of the bouse. Gen. Hancock's 
eyes followed her to the door. As 
if by instinct she stopped on the thresb- 
old and looked back. He struggied to 
speak — O. Allie, Allie, Myra, good——.’’ 
He tried to finish the sentence, but could not. 
Those were his last words. The names 
Allie“ and Myra had been pet names for 
Mrs. Hancock during their entire wedded Ife. 
Mrs. Hancock burst into tears, and was led 
away to another room. This Occurred about 
6:15 in the morning, and in little more than an 
hour Gen. Hancock had become unconscious. 

During the night Dr. Janeway and Col. 
Sutherland made a careful analysis of the case 
and came to the conclusion that the General's 
rapid decline must be due to some hidden dis- 
ease which bad been quickeved by the appear- 
ance of the carbuncle. Dr. Janeway thought 
that it micht be kidney-troubie, and proposed 
that an examination be made. At 8:30 he de- 
cided to call in a physician from the city, and 
immediately sent for Dr. Daniel M. Stimson of 
No. 11 West Seventeenth street, who ar- 
rived between 8 and 10 —=s o'clock. 
An examinadon resulted in the 
discovery that Gen. Hancock had been suffer- 
ing severely from diabetes. This discovery 
was a great surprise to the physicians. Upon 
the completion of the examination Dr. Jane- 
way admitted, with tears in bis eyes, that there 
was no hope of the General’s recovery. Col. 
Sutherland was much affected. Neither of the 
two physicians went to the sick-room imme 
Alately, but when they did return Mrs. Han- 
cock knew from the appearance of grief 
which they were unabie to repress that 
Gen. Hancock’s death was only a 
matter of a few hours. She was com- 
pletely prostrated. Sbe had guessed 
the truth early in the morning before the ex- 
amination was made; yet she bad borne up 
with remarkable bravery until the pbysicians 
should give their final decision. She remained 
at the General's bedside overcome with grief 
until 1 o’clock in the afterroon, when she was 
prevailed upon to leave the room. Her sor- 
row at parting with her busband was very touch- 
ing, made doubly so by the fact that he could not 
respond to ber expressions of endearment and 


| of death. He was undecided. however, whether 


sobbing words of farewell. When she was at 
length half carried from the room every mem- 
ber of the household, from the officer in at- 
tendanc® down to the servants in the kitchen, 
was in tears. ’ 

Seon after 1 o'clock all pretense of work in 
the house was stopped, and all waited in silence 
for the end. Gen. J. B. Fry went into thie sick- 
room and sat on a chair near the bed, speaking 
at intervals to Oliver Russell. Mre. Hancock's 
brother. Col. Sutherland moved dbout doing 
such little acts as he thought would ease the 
Geueral’s last moments. Hospital-Sieward D. 
Robinson stood near a window and Messenger 
Ward waiked slowly ia and out of the door- 
way. Lieut. Eugene Griffin, who married a 
niece of Gen. Hancock, moved at intervals 
from the bedside to the couch in another room 
where Mrs. Griffin, Mrs. Emma Bouvier, and 
Dr. Janeway were in attendance upon Mrs. 
Hancock. From that time until 2:30 o'clock 
the house was still. Then the General's breatb- 
ing grew labored, ana the muscles of his face 
twitched with symptoms of convulsions. 
It was feared that death would be ac- 
companied. by convulsiona, but after «a 
short time the General lay as if asleep. The 
increasing difficulty of his breathing, however, 
warned the watchers that the end was very 
near, and the entire household broke into mur 
murs of grief. Col. Sutherland, Steward Rob- 
inson, Messenger Ward, Mr. Russell, and Lieut. 
Grifin gathered silently about the bed. Gen. 
Fry sat opposit the west window and near the 
General's pillow. The littie group remained 
without moving for several minutes. Then 
Gen: Hancock drew a long, deep breath, his 
body quivered slightly, and then lay still. 

He is dead,“ said Col. Sutherland. 

In a minute the news had spread over the 
island, and flags were soon fiying at half-mast 
from Castle William and the Governor's Island 
tugs at the landing. Expressions of grief were 
universal and nearly every one was affected to 
tears. From the officers, who knew and loved 
Gen. Hancock asa dear friend, down to the 
privates, who loved him for his good heart and 
kindly ways, grief was deep and sincere. 

“The General died,“ said Dr. Janeway, 
“quietly, like aman who had done his work, 
and as easily as a man going down a flight of 
stairs. 

FUNERAL ARRANGEMENTS. 

Mrs. Hancock was too much overcome by her 
husband’s death to make any arrangements for 
the funeral. She informed Gen. Whipple, how- 
ever, that she desired simple ceremonies and 
no military display. The interment will be at 
Norristown, Pa., where much of Gen. Han- 
cock’s boyhood was passed and where bis 
daughter, Ada, who died nine years ago, 
is buried. Gen. Hancock's remains will be 
laid beside those of his father. Gen. 
Hancock built a handsome vault in Norristown 
Cemetery several years ago. His son, Russell 
Hancock, is buried in Bellefontaine Cemetery, 
St. Louis. Gen. Whipple said that Gen. Han- 
cock’s funeral, in deference to his widow's 
wishes, would be expedited as much as pro- 
priety would allow. Probably only six 
or eight officers of Gen. Hancock's staff 
and perhaps ten soldiers would accompany the 
remains to Norristown. Maj. William Hancock 
Clark. Mrs. Hancock's cousin, said that there 
will be a funeral service Thursday or Friday in 
the little chapel on Governor’s Island. It will 
be conducted by the Post Chaplain, the Rev. 
Edward H. C. Goodwin. The remains will then 
be taken without any display to Norristown. 
The complete arrangements for the funeral 
will be announced tomorrow. 

Gen. Hancock died in a plainly-furnished 
ro6m on the southwest corner of the second 
| of his house. The face of the dead sol- 

lor was enim unc peaceful. His body, how 
ever, was much wasted by his short, though 
very sharp, sickness. 

Gen. Hancock leaves no property, rea or 
personal, of any great intrinsic value, having 
always lived generously and spent his annual 
pay of $7,500 as a Major-General. It is sup- 
posed, in ileed, that his wife’s estate has be- 
come so reduced that it will amount to com- 
paratively littie. 

Lieut.-Gen. Phil Sheridan assumes command 
of the Division of the Atlantic. Brevet Maj.- 
Gen. Whipple, Assistant Adjutant-General 
and ranking officer ot the division, is holding 
temporary command until the President shall 
assign some Major-General to the post. Gen. 
Hancock was the senior Major-General, the 
others in order being Gens. Scbofieid and Pope. 
Gen. Pope will be retired ina month. Gen. 
Schofield may prefer to retain his present com- 
mand—the Military Division of the Missouri. 
Gen. O. O. Howard is the senior Brigadier- 
General and first in the line of promotion. But 
the rivairy really lies among Gens. Terry, 
Miles, and Crook. Gen. Crook’s long and val 
uable services among the Indians and the high 
estimation in which he is held by the Lieuten- 
ant-Generail commanding the army make him 
a prominent candidate. Gen. Miles and Gen. 
Terry are formidable opponents. Among the 
Colonels most likely to be promoted perhaps 
Gen. Wesley Merritt, the Superintendent of 
the Military Academy at West Point, stands 
first. 

The Tribune says: 

Gen. Hancock’s body will be taken to St. Louis. 


for burial and there placed in the family mauso- 
leum. He does not leave a large estate. He owned

some property in and about St. Louis, but little 


else. His charities are said by those who know 
him most intimately to have been much greater 
than his income warranted. For some time Gen. 
Hancock has been dictating reminiscences of the 
War of the Rebellion to one of his aides, which 
are said to be of great historical importance. In 
this work he had of late taken great interest. 
HIS CAREER 

Gen. Hancock was born in Montgomery County, 
Pennsylvania, Feb. 14, 1824. He entered the West 
Point Academy in 1840, graduated in 1844, and in 
1846 received his commission of Lieutenant of in- 
fantry. He served during the Mexican War, was 
promoted for his gallantry, and having filled sev- 
eral subordinate posts was made Assistant Quar- 
termaster in the Western Department with the 
rank of Captain on the staff, which rank he held at 
the outbreuk of the Civil War. In 1861 he was ap- 
pointed Brigadier-General of volunteers, and 
served In the Army of the Potomac. He accom- 
panied Gen. McClellan’s army to the Peninsula in 
1862, and distinguished himself in the battle of 
Wiljiamsburg. 

At the battle of Fredericksburg, in December, 
1862, he commanded a division which suffered se- 
verely, and tor his meritorious conduct on this oc- 
casion he received a commission as Major-General 
of volunteers. He took part in the battle of Chan- 
celloreville. When the advance of the Union and 
Confederate forces encountered at Gettysburg 
July 1, 1863, and the Union forces were driven 
back, Hancock was sent forward by Meade to de- 
cide whether a general battle should be risked 
there, andif so, although he was outranked by 
Howard. who was on the field, was or- 
dered to take the command until Meade should 
come up. In the decisive engagement, July 
8. Hlancock’s division bore the prominent 
part, although he bimself was severely wounded 
early in the engagement. He recovered sufficient- 
ly to return to duty Dec. 27, 1863, but was unabie 
to command a body of troops until April, 1864, 
when he was promoted to the command of the Sec- 
ond Army Corps, and was engaged in al! the batties 
ot the Wilderness campaign from May 5 to June 
19, 1864, when the breaking out of the old wound 
received at Gettysburg compelled him to leave for 
atime. He returned to his command in July, and 
remained with it until Nov. 26, 1864, being subse- 
quently engaged in lighter duties until the close of 
the War. He was promoted to be Brigadier-Gen- 
eral of the regular army in August, 1664, Brevet 
Major-General March 13. 1886. and Major-Genemil 
of the United States army July 26, 1566.

aus and Texas, was perhaps the most pote- 
worthy part of his civil career. It was his 
conduct in that district which caused him to 
be mentioned in connection with the Presi- 
dency. He relinquished command of the De- 
partment of the Missouri Sept. 12, 1867, and 
shortly after proceeded to New Orleans, where 
he assumed his new command, which, howev- 

er, he did not fully enter upon until Nov. 29 

of the same year. He signalized bis ad- 


vent in New Orleans by the publication of the 
celebrated order No. 40, which was afterwards 
interpreted as a direct bid for the Democratic 
nomination for the Presidency. In this order 
the following language—defining a political pol- 
icy—which would have been appropriate if it 
bad occurred in a proclamation of the Presi- 
dent of the United States, but was singulariy 
out of place in a military order.“ was used: 


In war it is indispensabie to repel force by force, 
to overthrow and destroy opposition to lawful au- 
thority; but when insurrectionary force has been 
overthrown and peace established and the civil 
authorities are ready and willing to per- 
form their duties the military power should 
cease to lead and the civil administration assume 
ite natural and rightful domision. Sotemuly im- 
pressed with these views, the General announces 
that the great principles of American liberty are 
still the inheritance of chis people, and ever 
should be. The right af trial by jury, the habeas 
corpus, the liberty of the press, the freedom of 
speech, the natural rights of persons, and the 
rights of property must be preserved. 

Free institutions, while they are essential to the 
prosperity and happiness of the people, always 
furnish the strongest inducements to peace and 
order. Crimes and offenses committed in this dis- 
trict must be left to the consideration and judg- 
ment of the regular civil tribunals, und those tri- 
bunals will be supported in their lawful jurisdic- 


tion. 

Should there be violations of existing laws which 
are not inquired into by the civil magiagrates, or 
shoutd failures in the administration of justice be 
complained of, the cases will be reported to these 
headquarters, when such orders will be made as 
may be deemed necessary. 

While the General thus indicates his purpose to 
respect the liberties of the people, he wishes all to 
understand that armed insurrection or forcible re- 
sistance to the law will be instantly suppressed by 
arms. 


This was followed Jan. 1, 1868, by General 
Order No. 1, in which Gen. Hancock explicitly 
disclaimed authority “touching purely civil 
controversies,"’ and relegated all petitioners in 
such cases to the civil courts lor relief. When 
it is remembered that Texas and Louisiana bad 
not then been reconstructed,“ but were con- 
trolled ‘civilly’ by turbulent mobs of unpar- 
doned Rebels, and that the blacks in tbose 
States were completely at the mercy of ir 
late masters, the reactionary nature of Han- 
cock’s order may be perceived. Yet his or- 
der No. 40, of which General Order No. 1 was 
the natural 3 obtained the official ap- 
proval of President Johnson. Dec. 18, 1867, the 
President sent to both Houses of the 
following message: 

GENTLEMEN OF THE SENATE AND OF THE 
House oF ENTATIVES: An Official copy 
oj the Order issued by Maj.-Gen. Winfield 8. Han- 
cotk, Commander of the Firth Militery District, 
dated headquarters in New Orieans, La. 29th of 
November, has reached me through the regular 
channels of the War Department, and | herewith 
communicate it to Congress for such acthat as may 
seem to be proper in view of all the circumstances. 

It will be perceived that Gen. Hancock announces 
that he will make the law the rule of his conduct; 
that he will uphold the courts and other eivil au- 
thorities ‘in the performance of their proper du- 
ties; and that he will use his military power only 
to preserve the peace and enforce the law. He 
deciares very explicitly that the sacred right of 
the trial by jury and the privilege of the writ of 
habeas corpus shall not be crushed out or trodden 
under foot. 

He goes farther, and in one comprehensive sen- 
tence asserts that the principles of American liber- 
ty are still the inheritance of this people, and ever 
should be. 

When a great soldier with unrestricted power in 
his hands to oppress his fellow-men voluntarily 
forgoes the chance of satisfying his selfish ambi- 
tion and devotes himself to duty of building 
up thé liberties and strengthening the laws of his 
country he presents an example of the highest 
public virtue that human natur is capable of prac- 
ticing. The strongest claim of Washington to be 
First in war, first in peace, and first in the hearts 
of his countrymen” is founded on the great fact 
that in all his fllustrious career he scru- 
pulously abstained from violating the legal 
and constitutional rights of his feilow-citizens. 
When he surrendered his commission to Congress 
the President of that body spoke his highest praise 
in saying that he had “always regarded the rights 
og the civil authorities through all dangers and dis- 
asters.’’ Whenever power above the law courted 
his acceptance he calmly put the temptation aside. 
By such magnanimous acts of forbearance he wha 
the universa! admiration of mankind, and he left a 
name which has no rival in the history of the 
world. 

Iam far from saying that Gen. Hancock is the 
only officer of the American army who was in- 
fluenced by the example of Washington. Doubt- 
less thousands of them are faithfully devoted to 
the principles for which the men of the Revolu- 
tion laid down their lives. But the distinguished 
honor belongs to him of being the first officer in 
bigh commund south of the Potomac since the 
close of the Civil War who has given utterances to 
those noble sentiments io the form ofa military 
order. 

I respectfully suggest to Congress that some 
public recognition of Gen. Hancock's patriotic 
conduct is due, if not to bim. to the friends of law 
and justice throughout the country. Of such an 
act as his, at such a time, it is but fit that the dig- 
nity should be vindicated and the virtue pro- 
claimed, so that its value as an example may not re 
lost to the Nation. ANDREW JOHNSON,

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IHE PENSION MADNESS. 


Sam Randall Will Wage War 
Against It in the Appropria- 
N tions Committee. 


Commissioner Black Presents Some 
Very Startling Facts and Figures 
in This Connection. 


Net Total Oost of the Arrears Act, Now 
in Force and under Consideration, 
482,242,078. | 


Wasuineton, D. C., Feb. 9.—[Special. ] 
—Mr. Randali intends to lead the fight against 
the pension madness. The Appropriauons Com- 
mittee is to be the vehiole for his labor of love. 
A fortnight ago be had Commissioner Black 
prepare a statement showing what the cost of 
the proposed pension legislation would be. It 
would have been a very telling document but 
for a grave blunder by which $80,000,000 was 
included in the estimate, when it bad no bust 
ness there. The pension members soon found 
this out, and the criticisms they showered on 
Black raised serious doubts about the accu- 
racy of all his figures. Randall had been 
doing some caiculating nimself, and he thought 
the Pension Office ought to make a statistical 
report which wouid still uphold his proposition. 
So he addressed another letter to Gen. Black. 
The answer is a revised estimate on the whole 
subject of pensions. It will be laid before the 
Aporopriauons Committee tomorrow. Some of 
the old groundis gone over, but as the whole 
report is to form the text of much discussion 
in the House hereafter it is given in full: 

The Hon. Samuel J. Randall, Chairman of the 


at hand, and in reply thereto | submit the fol- 
lowing statement, te date of July 1, 1885, af- 
fording the last ascertainable positive data 
within the reach of the office. Your first in- 
terrogatory is: 

“What has been the amount paid by the 
Government to date as arrears of pensions 
under the operation of the acts of Jan. 25 and 
Marob 31, 18797" The total amount paid to 
Juve 30, 1885, was $179,405, 872. 

Second— Wat gamount will, probably be 
paid under said acts upon claims Pied prior to 
June 30, 1880, not yet adjudicated?’ In an- 
swer—$s0, 468, 100. 
oThird—* What smount would probably have 
to be paid as arrears upon claims now pending 
filed since June 30, 1880, and upon claims al- 
ready adjudicated that were filed since that 
date, should the limitation of the existing laws 
be repeaied?’’ Since June 30, 1880, there have 
been allowed 46,867 invalid pensions and 29,558 
widows and other pensions, in which, 
by reason of the ‘limitation referred to, no 
arrears haye been granted, and which will re- 
quire $75,468,300 to pay the invalid arrears and 
$9,000,000 to pay the 10,000 (estimated) cases 
out of the 29,558 widows and other pensioners 
who would become entitled thereto under the 
proposed repeal of the limitation acte. This 
would make a total of $84,468,300 required to 
pay the pensioners now on the rolls whose 
claims ba@ve been allowed since June 30, 1880, 
and in which arrears have not been allowed 
under existing laws. There are now pending in 
this office, as stated in said letter, 171,402 
invalids’ and 61,582 widows’ and other applica- 
tions, and which (assuming that 60 per cent 
will receive favorabie consideration, and that 
eighteen years will be the average arrears pe- 
riod in invalid cases, and nine years in widows’ 
and other cases, the Annual rate averaging $100 
in each class) will require to pay said 
arrears $218,367.900. Aad to this sum the 
$84,468, £00 above shown, and the grand total is 
$30z,836,200. To ascertain the net additional 
cost to the Government by the proposed re- 
peal of the limitation acts of 1879 
we must substract from the 8802, 888. 200 the 
$80.468,100 above shown as arrears in cases 
filed prior to July 1. 1880, already allowed, and 
in which said amount will be paid regardless 
of any change in the limitation acts, leaving 
$222,368,100 as the net adaitional cost to the 
Government which the proposed repeal of the 
limitation acts of 1879 will entail. 

Fourtu— Should the limitation of the 
Arrears-of-Pensions act be repealed what por- 
uon of the cases filed since June 30, 1880, could 
not be adjudicated with reference to arrears 
without additional evidence, and approximate- 
ly what portion of such cases requiring addi 
tional evidence can be adjudicated annually in 
the ordinary course of the business of your 
office with its present force?” 80 far as the 
office is concerned, probably 95 per cent of the 
cases filed and allowed since June 30, 1880, can 
be adjudicated with reference to arrears with- 
out additional evidence, or on the evidence 
already filed, for the reason that in all cases 
allowed it has been required to show continu- 
ance of disability, and the same is true as 
to the cases few pending and awaiting addi- 
tional evidence under existing law. But ina 
great number of cases the claimants them- 
selves, having been informed that under er- 
isting law arrears could not be granted, con- 
fined their proof of disability to the period 
subsequent to the filing of their claims; and 
hence, in nearly all the cases filed since July 1, 
1880, whether pending or allowed, the ciaimants 
would demand the right to file additonal test 
mony, showing the degree of the disability 
more clearly than already shown, for the period 
between discharge and the date of filing the 
claims; and from the experience of the office 
it is safe to suggest that not more than 50 per 
cent of the claims filed since June 80, 1880, 
van or will be adjusted without the considera- 
tion of additional evidence. 

Fifth—** With the limitation of the Arrears- 
of-Pension act repealed, what will be the total 
annual expenditure for pensions, with the 
present capacity of your office for the adjudi- 
cation of pension claims?“ Ia the estimate 
which I have made for 1886-87 I have 
asked for the allowance of $75,000,000, 
believing that that sum would be sufficient to 
pay the pensions to be allowed during that 
year under the existing law. In making this 
estimate for appropriations [ calculated and in- 
tended that the office would be worked to its 
utmost capacity, and 1 do not see how wisely 
and economically anything more can be done 
by the present force. If more work is to be 
done a greater force must be allowed. 

Sixtb—‘*Shoula Congress repeal the limita- 
tion imposed by the acts of Jan. 25, 1879, and 
of Maron 3, 1879, what additional clerical force 
would be requisit to the bureau in order to pay 
during the fiscal year of 1887 the claims of pen- 
sioners now on the rolis?’’

Senator Sherman's speech continues to ex- 
cite much comment. The bold frankness with 
which he stated the Republican position sur- 
prised some of the Senators on that side of the 
House, who had looked for only cautious state- 
ments from the Ohio Senator. His getting 
ahead of Edmunds has also drawn out some 
amusing gaesses on the Presidential probabili- 
ties in 1888. The Vermont Senator was not in 
his seat today, and the suggestion was made 
by some not overfriendly colleagues that the 
coming report of the Judiciary Com- 
mittee, with its array of precedents, 
would make a very good addition 
to Sherman’s comprehensive talk. Laying 
aside the usual jealoysies growing out of lead- 
ership, the Republicans agree that Sherman’s 
sweeping assertion of the rights of both 
branches of Congress was much better than 
trying to raise impa pable grades of Presiden- 
tial responsibility. Above all things they be- 
lieve he succeeded in bringing out the incon- 
sistencies of the Democrats. When, during the 
debate, be casually referred to * the insistence 
and persistence’’ of Senator Isham G. Harris 
in advocating a course in the past the 
direct opposit of that urged now there 
was scarcely an old Democratic Sena- 
tor that did not call to mind like 
inconsistencies on bis own part. The Bour- 
bons were also made painfully aware of the 
void on their own side when the defense of the 
President's policy was sprung on them without 
a chance to get ready. It was also taiked that 
there must be a stop to the practice of Demo- 
crats in both Senate and House of offering res- 
olutions inquiring into the financial policy and 
the reasons therefor of the Administration. It 
did not need Sherman’s incisive hints 
to tell them whither this practice was lead- 
ing. But bow to stop it is another ques- 
tion. There is a whisper that Eustis 
enjoys the discomfort Sherman’s twisting of 
his resolution has causea his party yokemen. 
The Republican Senators have made them- 
selves ridiculous two or three times since the 
deadlock began, but at no time have they been 
putin a ux quite so bad as that of the Demo- 
cratic Senators now.

THE WAR ON CHINAMEN, 


THE TROUBLES IN WASHINGTON TERRITORY 
CONSIDERED BY THE CABINET—ALL QUIET 


35. OUTBREAK AT OLYM- 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 9.—The entire ses- 
sion of the Cabinet today was devoted to the 
consideration of the anti-Chinese troubles in 
Seattle, W. T. Several of the Cabinet officers 
Stated that they were in receipt of dispatches 
from Territorial officers, including the Gov- 
ernor, the latest of which indicate that the 
local authorities have we rioters under con- 
trol and are hopeful of their abil- 
ity to prevent further outbreak and to 
preserve the peace. The fact that the 
Chinese Minister had requested the aid of the 
Government in the protection of the Chinese 
was referred to by the Secretary of State. It 
was decided, however, in view of the advices 
from the local authurities, that it was not nec- 
essary at present to order United States troops 
to the scene of trouble, but the Secretary of 
War was instructed to have troops in readiness 
for immediate transportation in case of emer- 
gencies arising which would require their pres- 
ence at Seattle. There were many appeals for 
Federal assistance, during the bight of the 
trouble, but as they did not come through the 
legal channels they could not be acted upon, 
The Governor sent advices of the situation to 
— President, but made no formal appeal for 

The following telegram was sent to Gov. 
Squire of Washington Territory tonight: 

EXECUTIVE MANSION, WASHINGTON, D. C. 
Feb. 9.—The Hon. Watson Squire, Governor, 
Seattle, W. T.: The following pilociamation has 
just been issued, and Gen. Gibbon has been or- 
dered to proceed at once in person with troops to 
Seattle: 

WHEREAS, It is represented to me by the Gov- 
ernor of the Territory of Washington that comes- 
tie violence exists within the said Territory, and 
that by reason of unlawful obstructions and com- 
binations and the assemblage of evil-disposod per- 
sons it has become impracticable to enforce by 
the ordinary course of judicial proceedings the 
laws ot the United States at Seattle and at other 
points and piaces within said Territory, whereby 
— and property are th reatened and endangered;

WHEREAS, In the judgment of the President an 
emergency has arisen anda case is now presented 
which justifies and requires, under the Constitu- 
uon and iaws of the United States, the empioyment 
of military force to suppress domestic violence and 
enforce the faithful execution of the laws of the 
United States if the command and warning of this 
prociamation be disobeyed and disregarded; 

Now, therefore, I. Grover Cleveland. President 
of the United States of America, do héreby com- 
mand and warn all insurgents and all persons who 
have assembied at any point within the said Terri- 
tory of Washington for the unlawful purpose 
aforesaid to desist therefrom and to disperse and 
retire peaceably to their respective abodes on or 
before 6 o’clock in the afternoon of the 10th day of 
February inst. 

And I do admonish all good citizens of the United 
States and al! persons within the limits and juris- 
diction thereof, against aiding, abetting, counte- 
nancing, or taking any part in such unlawful acts 
or assem biages. 

In witness whereof, I have set my hand and 
caused the seal of the United States to be hereunto 
affixed.

The mob 
is ied by a young wan named Hetzel, who was 
recently empioyed as assistant enrolling clerk 
in the Legisiature, and who has held a position 
for some time in the office of the Territorial 
Auditor, and a junk-dealer named Bates, who 
took up bis residence here afew months ago, 
and evinces anxiety to rule the town. Hetzel 
is a Knight of Labor. The bosses of Chinese 
houses have been given three days to leave 
the town, and empioyés bave received notice 
to leave at 10 o'clock today. Sheriff Billings 
has summoned a posse commitatus, and they 
are beihg sworn now. Wagons have been 
bired to carry away Chinamen’s property, and 
80 far things are quiet, with the exception of 
the crowd ou the streets. 

In response to the call of Mayor Chambers 
between 400 and 500 law-abiding citizens met 
this afternoon. The meeting was called to or- 
der by the Mayor and enthusiastic speeches 
were mude by prominent citizens, after which 
100 names of the best citizens were enroiled to 
organize a lav and order committee, which, 
with 100 deputies already enrolled by Sheriff 
Biliings, will be a sufficient force to check any 
lawless proceedings in the future. The 
Mayor bas issued a proclamation cal 
ing on ail persons rioctousiy disposed 
to immediately disperse, also calling for re- 
cruits to join the Law and Order Committee, 
Two ringleaders, Hetzel and Bates, were ar- 
rested at noon and bound over in $500 bonds 
each to stand trialtomorrow. From the enthu- 
siasm manifested at a public meeting it is evi- 
deat that such a mob as appeared bere this 
morning will not be tolerated by loyal citizens 
of Olympia. Chinamen are anxious to leave, 
and will do so as soon as possible, but the citi- 
zens will not allow them to be driven away by 
force. Everything appears quiet now, and 
Chinamen remain ip their dwellings unmo- 
lested.

Miss Moran Takes the Stand and Tells 


the Story of Her Engage- 
ment. 


Wiehe's Letters to Her in Evidence—Cross- 
Examination Does Not Dis- 
turb Her. 


The Moran-Wiehe breach of promise case 
was resumed in Judge Anthony’s court yester- 
day morning, the room being crowded, while 
fully 200 people were unable to gain admit- 
tance. About fifty of the spectators were 
women. Edwin M. Hines was called fur the 
defense. He is Secretary and Treasurer of the 
8. K. Martin Lumber Company, and testified 
that Miss Moran, whom he bad known for ten 
years, called at his office in November, 1884, 
and asked tor Wiehe. He told ber be didn't 
Know where he was. She called him a liar, and 
Said he did know. She asked if Wiehe had 
spoken about the wedding—had invited him. 
He said no. She again called bim a liar, and 
said she would make him tell before long. On 
the cross he said Wiehe was not engaged to his 
(Hines’) sister, or paying ner any attention. 

Father Cashman testified that Wiebe and Miss 
Moran called on him and made arrungements 
to be married Oct. 15, 1884. As Wiehe was not 
a Catholic a note was written to the Arch- 


bishop asking for a dispensation. 

Miss Moran then took the stand and remained 
there the rest of the day. She was cool and 
gave her testimony in a straightforward way. 
She said sbe first became acquainted with 
Wiebe at the Clark School in 1878, they being 
members of the same ciass. He called occa- 
sionally, and took her out for the first time to 
the school picnic after they graduated. 

Mr. Hynes read a number of letters written 
by the defendant in 1879, 1880, 1881, 1882, and 
1883, inviting her to go to the Literary So- 

the theatre, etc. She accompanied 
He addressed her as Rose 
those letters. After coming from 
the theatre one evening be asked if 
she would take an engagement ring. She said 
she would think about 1t—that they differed in 
religion. He said religion would make no 
difference—that ashe could have everything she 
wanted. He pressed for an answer, but she 
didn’t give him any. He had been talking 
about going to West Point, and wanted to 
marry her before he went. She said no—get a 
military education, and she would be un- 
changed when he car ie back. 


FULL OF DOUBTS, 
The next day (July 25, 1883) he wrote: 


A hundred vague fears, wild expectations, and 
half-made plans hurry through one’s thoughts in 
times of doubt and uncertainty. But, having time 
for thought, one may perhaps escape becoming the 
dupe of his own excited imagination. As a result 
of this reflection, do not want that ripening aflec- 
tion of ours to cease, and do want to see you again 
before going East, both being agreeable to you. 
Can still hear the reverberation of our lengthy but 
undecided conversation. Have thought much about 
am « % After all this thinking am unchanged 
in mind and am not satisfied. Who is? Uncertainty 
and am sure I don’t know.“ being the huge pillars 
(of the Jumbo type) before it all, y-e-s. removing 
them both. Your star of evening glows so tran- 
quilly in the Heaven above (what do I know of 
Heaven?).but my morning star of Hope is so rest- 
less in the wave below. . 

When you feel as though you could do justice to 
yourseif and me, then let me know and you will 
find me unchanged, for which at present you only 
have my doubted word, but what time only can 
and will determine. That decision being a final and 
decisive one, will settle this matter forever. in 
the meantime Dum spiro pero Con 
amore.“ 

He came back in September, 1883, and in the 
following December presented her with a 
watch and chain as an engagement present. 
It was to take the place of a ring, as it would 
**show more thau a $100 ring. The marriage 
was to take place in 1884, no day being fixed. 


EXPLANATIONS. 
Dec. 29, 1883, addressing her as M Dear 
Rose,” he wrote: 


Yes; reached my room safely. Thanks to the 
umbrella for the dryness of my clothes; some 
more thanks to the dear little one whose thought- 
fulness suggested taking it. . When Chris 
gets dissatisfied, displeased, or disgusted with 
Rose Moran you will soon know of it. You cer- 
tainly must be in a queer mood. Now, what in the 
world made you think that of me? . A few 
letters comprising a trio of words uttered with an 
Impulse of truthfulness and earnestness would have 
been the richest gift you could have given 
One thing, however, you certainly do not overdo 
your part. You have probably hbheara 
of that old adage: “You can catch more flies 
with honey than vinegar.’”’ This adage always re- 
minds me of flattery, which tosome people is more 
stimulating than anything else they could receive, 
but which the writer detests, The expression, 
Our watch, is very distasteful to me. It is your 
watch, given as generously and freely as the bird 
gives food to ite young. Have not hada 
picture taken. Will have it taken some fine day. 
Suppose you get a nice cabinet of yourself. Would 
like to have it very much. 

Monday, May, 15, 1884, he wrote: 

My Dear Rose:“ What under heavens is the mat- 
ter now? is probably your first ejaculation upon 
“seein the handwritin.’” Well, there is nothing 
very serious the matter. Am anxious to know how 
you teel today. Hope this letter will find you ina 
more evenly-balanced condition mentally than you 
were in last evening. It was probably all my fault 
that you were in so dubious a state. Now, 
my little dear. don’t cloud your usually clear 
thinking brain with so much uncertainty. Know 
my ways must tax your patience. Think we are 
trying each other to the full limit to see how large 
a stock of patience we are endowed with. But 
where love lies warmly in the heart patience is as 
endless as eternity. Let confidence take the place 
of this uncertainty, and 1 firmly believe you will 
never again so lightly say. I don’t care this or that 
for you or for your coming,” and We [Wiehe] will 
not say he don't care where you go or what 
you do,” etc., etc. This latter is ali meaningless, 
because I do care what you do and where you go; and, 
further than this, I love you. your doubts to the 
contrary notwithstanding. Why do 1 love you? 
Why do flowers love sweet. refreshing showers? 
What do you think of a love where there is no ob- 
ject in view, where there is no passion, where the 
love is pureiy for the individual alone? Do you 
think that kind of love is lasting? Do 
You think that kind of love wanes easily? This, 
Rose, is the kind of affection I have for you. Now 
judge whether it is real or assumed. What is the 
verdict? When I told youl did not think I would 
call Sunday evening it was not for the reason you 
supposed—i. ., to get back to my old coOmpan- 
ions, ete. Have shaken that crowd some months 
ago. Calculated visiting a friend in the country 
(Irving Park), and did not think would get back 
Sunday night, but will abandon that visit and wend 
my way toward Leavitt street instead. Trusting in 
the future that our relations will be more sincere, I 
remain as usual, very affectionately, your 

CHRIS. 

Sunday, May 25, 1884, he wrote, apologizing 
fur not calling that evening. He went on a 
little fishing excursion and didn’t return till 9 
O clock. Had I.“ he says. started then for 
your house would have reacbed Leavitt street 
about 10 o'clock, and probably found you in 
the land of dreams, embraced by Morpheus.

AN UNEXPECTED LETTER.

FROM THE STATE CAPITAL. 


THE BOARD OF STATE CONTRACTS HOLD A 
LIVELY MEETING — CORPORATIONS II- 
CENSED BY THE SECRETARY OF STATE. 
SPRINGFIELD, III., Feb. 9.—|Special.j}—The 

Board of State Contracts held a meeting today 

and finally disposed of the question whether 

they should order the 10,000 copies of Haines’ 

Township Organization Laws, which it was 

provided they should do by a joint resolution 

adopted at the last session of the General As- 
sembly. The resolution provided that the 
books should be purchased at the price of $1 
per copy, to be distributed to townsbip officers 
throughout the State, but, as there was 
no express provision in the General 

Appropriation bill making the requisit 

appropriation, the Board of State Con- 

tracts hesitated about taking the action 
which the resolution directed. The board has 
been divided as to opinion, the Secretary of 

State and State Treasurer favoring the proposi- 

tion and the Attorney-General and State Audi- 

tor opposing it. The final vote today stood as 
above, and the proposition was lost by reason 

of the tie. r 
Attorney-General Hunt claimed that the res- 

olution was intended to make such a diversion 

of funds from an appropriation as is forbidden 
by the Constitution in the clause: No money 
shall be diverted from an appropriation for 
any purpose, or taken from any fund what- 
ever, either by joint or separate resolution.” 

If the Legislature could divert money in this 
way for one kind of books it could for an- 
other, but it had made separate appropriations 
to pay for the books ordered for the various 
State institutions, and an appropriation to pay 
for the reprintiug of the Adjutant-General’s re- 
port, which was ordered by joint resolution to be 
done. In his opinion the adoption of a consti- 
tutional amendment by the people at the last 
election, giving the Governor power to veto 
items ot appropriation bills, was intended to 
provide means for the defeat of all such items 
when occasion seemed to require. but this 
resolution would accomplish the same as an 
appropriation hill, and escape the power of the 
Chiet Executive, wao was neither called upon 
to veto vor approve it. 

The Hon. E. M. Haines always has the last 
word, and today filed with the board bis an- 
swertothe Attorney-General’s opinion. He 
recites the beneficial character of the book, 
and assures the board that the resolution was 
not of his seeking, but that he bad requested 
the framers of the resolution to reduce the 
price from $1.50 per copy to $1—his 
only desire being to place it in 
the hands of the township officers. 
Discussing the merits of the question, he says: 
The resolution provides that the books sball 
be paid for out of the printing and binding 
fund or any other appropriation made for that 
purpose. If it is true, as 1 understand you 
hold, that the payment cannot be made out of 
the printing and binding fund, Men the pub- 
lisbers are perfectly willmm to rely on the 
proposition of the resolution for payment 
out of such other appropriation as may 
be made.“ He then pays this respects 
to the Attorney-General as follows: The At- 
torney-General is ex-officio a Commissioner of 
State Contracts, and in bis duties as such Com- 
missioner is not Attorney-General, and has no 
authority whatever to act in such double ca- 
pacity. As such Commissioner he becomes a 
mere ministerial officer, and it is beyond his 
province to interpose constitutional objec- 
tions to requirements upon bim by the 
Legislature, and he has no right or 
authority on bis own motion as 
a Commissioner or as Attorney-General to 
communicate to the board official written opin- 
ions as Attorney-General. He closes by ques- 
tioning the propriety of the Attorney-General 
setting up his opinion as against that of Gov. 
Palmer, whieh was filed some time ago. What 
steps Mr. Haines will take in the premises re- 
‘mains to be seen, but it is probable he will in- 
stitute mandamus proceedings to compel the 
Commissioners to obey the directions of the res- 
olution. 

Judge Treat today entered a rule on Chester 
Holiday of Liliopolis commanding him to ap- 
pear the Iith inst. and show cause why be 
shail not be punished for contempt of court 
for interfering with the operation of a train on 
the Wabash Railroad while in the hands of a 
receiver.

DEMANDING THEIR SHAK&. 


THE NEGROES OF THE CHERUKEE NATION 
INSIST THAT THEY ARE ENTITLED TO A 
PORTION OF THAT $100,000. 

LittrLe Rock, Ark., Feb. 9.—[Special. |—Ad- 
vices from Indian Territory say the Cherokees 
are manifesting great interest in the fight be- 
ing made by the negroes living in the Cherokee 
Nation for a share of the $100,000 paid by the 
United States to the Cherokees in 1883 and to 
be divided per capita among members of the 
tribe. The negroes were not incuded in the 
distribution, and have since been struggling to 
obtain a portion of this money. The matter has 
been carried to Washington. Senator Dawes is 
championing the cause of the colored claimants. 
The Shawnees and Dela wares, who were adopted 
as citizens by the Cherokees, also claim an 
The Cherokees as- 
sert that when they adopted the treaty of 1866 
they only conferred on adopted citizens civil 
rights and privileges, and not a right to the 
Cherokee domain, and that neither negro, Del- 
aware, nor Shawnee has any claim to the soil or 
to any money arising from the sale of lands.

It is quite safe to say that there were few 
happier men in Chicago yesterday than were 
those composing the delegation from Kansas 
City in attendance upon the league commutteo 
meeting beld at the Tremont House yesterday, 
and at which the metropolis of Western Mis- 
sour! was chosen as the eighth member of the 
league circuit for 1886. Tune committee, com- 
posed of Messrs. Spalding of the Chicago Club, 
Lucas of the St. Louis Club, and Marsh of De- 
troit, met in Parlor A yesterday morning, the 
session being a private one, with 
President Spaldmg in the chair. The 
Milwaukee delegation, com posed of 
Messrs. Forth, Harry Quinn, and C. M. Kipp, 
were first admitted and their claims td? repre- 
sentation listened to and discussed for an hour 


or more. The advantageous location of the 
Cream City, the rivalry that had existed be- 
tween its club and the Chicagosin days gone 
by. the alleged willingness of the people to 
support a National League team there, and 
their readiness to give to the league such rea- 
sonable guarantee as it might ask for the 
faithful fulfiliment of their contract were all 
gone over, after which the Miiwaukeeans were 
permitted to withdraw. Kansas City was then 
called, and while the members were awaiting 
the appearance of these representatives Presi- 
dent Spaiding read to the committee a letter 
from the Indianapolis Club voicing its claims 
to recognition.

Fully an bour was spent by the committee 
members and the Kansas ‘City visitors ina 
convenient quarter of the hotel in talking 
over the events of the afternoon and discussing 
the successful candidate’s future prospects.

THE COKREMAKERS’ STRIKE STILL UNSET- 
TLED—A COMPROMISE WITH ILLINOIS 
COAL-MINERS EFFECTED. 

Prrrsnund. Pa., Feb. 9.—A member of the 
coke syndicate says: The plan now is to put 
negroes in the places of the coke strikers. 
Thousands of good stout negroes can be pro- 
cured around Lynchburg, Va. The intention 
is not to bring in large numbers at one time, 
but as fast as a family leaves the region a col- 
ored family will take its place, and the change 
will not be noticed until it is made.“ 

CONNELLSVILLE, Pa., Feb. 9.—Sheriff Steriing 
is here swearing in 100 men as deputies for the 
purpose of attempting to arrest all those who 
were engaged in the depredations at Broad 
Ford yesterday. Many of the miners who par- 
ticipated in those riots are here, sowing the 
‘seed of sedition wherever there is a chance of 
reaping. This refers, however, to only a smail 
part of the men. The majority ‘dosire to be 
‘law-abiding. The Slavs are among the most 
discontented, and, as few of them understana 
our language, it is bard to pacify them when 
once they are aroused. In the riot at Broad 
Ford yesterday the foremost and most deter- 
mined men were the Hungarians and a few 
Italians.

SPRINGFIELD, Ill., Feb. 9.—|Special.|— The 
State Miners’ Protective Association, which 
represents a membership of about 5,000, is in 
session here, there belng about forty delegates 
in attendance. The Secretary reports the or- 
ganization of fifty-five lodges in the State dur- 
ing the last year, with an increase in member- 
ship of about 4.000. The financial condition of 
the association is first-class, the receipts being

A Corporation with Few Friends Ex 
cept Those Whose Friendship It 
Has Bought. 


Enormous Profits Which Go to Pay Divi- 
dends on Watered Stock—Its Unholy 
Alliance with Jay Gould. 


New York Times’ editorial: The people would 
shed no tears if the Bell telepbone patents 
should be declared null and void. The monop- 
oly that has been established upon these pu- 
tents by the American Bell Telephone Company 
has tew friends except those whose friendship 
has been bought and paid for. For many rea 
sons it has become obnoxious to the public. 

It demands and collects from the people 
enormous prices for the use of telephone in- 
struments. The company bas testified that the 
cost of a set of these instruments—a transmit-

For the use of these 
two instruments it charges to a local company 
an annual rent of $14. The rent in this city is 
said to be $15.

Some of the members of our Board of 
Trade are recalling the fact that the frst com- 
mittee appointed to consider the subject of 
removal to a new building estimated the cost 
at not to exceed about 8500, 000.

DEATH OF GEN. HANCOCK. 

The great Generals of the army are fast 
passing away. The name of Winfield Scott 
Hancock, one of the bravest and most brill- 
iant soldiers—though never in chief com- 
mand—who came out from the Democratic 
ranks to aid in crushing the Rebellion, must 
now be added to the list. His last public 
service was the mournful duty of taking 
charge of the funeral pageant which escorted 
Gen. Grant to the grave, and now some one 
must perform that service for him. 

Gen. Hancock was born in Pennsylvania 
in 1824 and was graduated at West Point 
twenty years later. He served with distinction 
through the Mexican War, and was brevetted 
for his gallantry. When the War of the Re- 
bellion broke out he was appointed Briga- 
dier-General of volunteers. In the peninsular 
campaign, in Maryland, at Fredericksburg, 
and Chancellorsville he displayed magnificent 
qualities, not only as a eémmanding officer 
but as a hard hitter. It was through his 
prompt decision that Gen. Meade chose the 
site of Gettysburg as the scene of his great 
battle instead of retiring some miles away, 
and for his services on that occasion Hancock 
received the thanks of Congress. In this 
battle he was severely wounded and was 
compelled to retire from active service for 
some time. ‘The battles of the Wilderness, 
however, found him in the field again, and 
there, as everywhere, he performed splendid 
service, 

After the War he successively commanded 
the Departments of Missouri, Louisiana 
and Texas, and Dakota. Upon the death of 
Gen. Meade, in 1872, he was“issigned to the 
command of the Department of the East, 
where hé remained until his sudden death 
removed him from duty and ended his long 
and faithful career in the service of his 
country. His military record stands without 
blemish. He was a commanding officer of 
great executive ability, and a soldier of un- 
flinching courage. He was, as we have said, 
a hard hitter, and did more damage to the 
feelings of the Eastern Democrats than any 
man their ranks have produced, 

As a politician Gen. Hancock was not so 
successful. He was a Republican National- 
ist by convietion and patriotism and a Demo- 
erat by heredity. His impulses were Repub- 
lican and his prejudices Democratic. As his 
father was a Democrat, he also was a Demo- 
crat without knowing the reason why, his 
attitude in politics being very similar to his 
well-known attitude on the tariff. In 1868 
he was a candidate for the Democratic nom- 
ination at the New York Convention which 
nominated Seymour after a Jong and bitter 

truggle. In 1872 he was again prominent 
fe the Baltimore Convention, which nom- 
inated Greeley. In 1880 he was successful, 
and received the nomination at the Cincin- 
nati Convention on the second ballot, only to 
be overwhelmingly defeated by Gen. Garfield. 
Since that time he has devoted himself to the 
duties of his profession, and taken but little 
active part in politics, for which he was not 
fitted. His name will always be gratefully 
remembered by the American people as that 
of a gallant, chivalrous, and patriotic soldier, 
while as a gentleman he will be equally re- 
membered for his dignity, the refinement of 
his social character, and the purity of his 
morai life. 


THE LONDON RIOT. 

The mob which has held London in terror 
for two days, notwithstanding its 12,000 
police, was composed of many elements. At 
the outset it was a gathering of dissatisfied 
and upemployed workingmen, met to give 
expression to their discontent and to demand 
redress for their grievances. It was immedi- 
ately captured by the Socialist leaders, but 
not without some resistance, which man- 
ifested itself at a later stage of the first day’s 
events, Still, the Socialistic element joined 
it and led it on its riotous demonstrations. 
The combination soon attracted the disorderly 
and criminal elements of the population, 
which joined it for the purpose of plunder, 
as was.shown by the large number of stores 
which were looted. The police, notwith- 
standing their strength, did not make any 
organized or determined effort to quell the 
riot the first day. No one was clubbed and 
apparently no one was arrested. The rioteis 
had full sway, and if a mob can ever be called 
good humored this one was humorous, from 
an English point of view, no one having been 
killed. It is hard to understand, however, 
what humor there is in the pillage of stores, 
the devastation of private housés, the de- 
struction of property, and the maltreatment 
of inoffensive individuals. If the police 
were not inefficient they were timid, and it 
was owing to this timidity that the mob 
gathered again yesterday and resumed its 
riotous work. As it was eventually dis- 
persed, it is evident it could have been dis- 
persed the first day had the police acted with 
the necessary promptness and courage. 

The occasion of the riot would appear un- 
necessary in this country. The principal or- 
ator, whose removal from the monument 
pedestal where he was speaking was the sig- 
nal for the trouble, does not appear to have 
gone further in his incendiary language than 
to denounce the authors,” as he termed 
them, of the existing distress, demand work 
trom Parliament, and the passage of such 
legislation as would tend to relieve the de- 
pression in English industry, and to submit

though they are full of exhortations tos 


plunder, and burn, They could be made 
from a dry-goods box, a monument pedestal, 
or from the top of the monument, if the speak- 
er could get up there, without attracting even 
the public curiosity. What seems strange 
is that if the police were bent upon breaking 
up the demonstration they did not do it with 
adisplay of force and vigor that would 
have ended it then and there and spared 


| the eity the disgraceful demonstrations which 


followed. A single soldier with his bayonet 
turned the thousands away from the War 
Office, and a determined assault by the police 
at the outset would in all probability have 
had the same effect. If such a riot had hap- 
pened in an American city owing to police 
inefficiency the English papers would have 
been unanimous in their comments upon our 
weak municipal form of government. 

Back of all this, however, there is unques- 
tionably a solid reason, not for rioting, but 
for the discontent which exists and for the 
demonstration of the working classes. There 
is general distress among them, and the pros- 
pects of trade do not suggest any relief. The 
Marquis of Salisbury in a recent speech de- 
clared that statesmen and Parliament must 
confront the question how best to solve the 
problem of relieving this distress. He had 
very few remedies himself to offer, but 
among them was the policy of compelling 
other countries to open their markets more 
widely to British products, and that of Gov- 
ernment aid to private enterprises and the 
promotion of public works. The latter sug- 
gestion was also affirmed by the workingmen 
themselves. Of what avail, however, would 
it de? 

The City of London is overcrowded. Hu- 
man ingenuity could not find work enough 
for the hundreds of thousands of the unem- 
ployed who have poured in there from the 
country. Four-fifths of its people belong to 
the working classes, and to provide them 
with employment is next to impossible. The 
enlargement of public works or the sub- 
sidizing of private enterprises would fail to 
meet the demand unless it were conducted 
upon a scale which would involve national 
bankruptcy. The moment the Government 
entered upon the scheme ot providing every 
man with work thousands upon thousands 
more would pour into the city, and work 
enough could not be provided, Whatever re- 
lief might be obtained would involve an 
enormous expenditure of money and a de- 
ficiency which must be supplied again by 
burdensome taxation, besides the appoint- 
ment of an army of tax-eaters in the form of 
officials. The labor of one class would be 
crushed to the earth to supply inadequate and 
fruitless labor to another class. This experi- 
ment has been tried in France to the 
sorrow and misery of its people. In order 
to keep the Communistic rabble of Paris 
_ quiet, the Government has launched out into 
schemes of decoration, building of new streets 
which were not wanted, improvements of 
public works for which there was no need, 
and a thousand other wild and useless forms 
of extravagance. What has been the result ? 
The Communists are no more contented, and 
the city has plunged itself into debt to the 
amount of $600,000,000 and has nothing to 
show for it—a debt as crushing to French 
prosperity as a thousand millions would be to 
the people of Illinois. Government aid evi- 
dently will not solve the problem. The re- 
duction of the working population of London 
by emigration or some other means would 
come nearer to it. In any event, it is another 
serious problem which confronts Mr. Glad- 
stone just as he is entering upon power, and 
it will require—unusual ability and wise 
statesmanship for him to solve it. 


THE POSITION OF IHE SENATE. 

In his speech on the Eustis resolution Sen- 
ator Sherman undoubtedly voiced the senti- 
ment of the Republican Senators in regard 
to the position they will assume toward the 
President. As previously pointed out by 
Tue Trisune, thé Senate was put in a false 
attitude through the heedless blunder of one 
of its committees in assuming to call upon 
Secretary Manning for the reasons that 
had governed the making of an Executive 
appointment; but Senator Sherman’s speech 
shows that the Republican Senators are dis- 
posed to withdraw from this untenable posi- 
tion and put themselves on solid ground. 
Waiving all pretense of authority to call for 
reasons or exercise any power over the 
President’s discretion, the Senate will insist 
simply that it is entitled to any 
information that can be obtained from the 
files of the departments. It may call for 
letters, documents, or any other matter in 
the official files relating to appointments and 
removals, but if cannot undertake to cate- 
chise the President as to his reasons for act- 
ing one way or another. The Senate is 
bound to act on reasons of its own, and, 
while entitled to all the information which 
the files of the departments may afford, it 
cannot institute an inquiry into the action of 
the President's emotional nature or attempt 
a diagnosis of his mental operations, 

In the recent debate a great deal was said 
about the necessity for concurrent action be- 
tween the President and the Senate in mak- 
ing appointments or removals, but there can 
be no doubt that the nominating and con- 
firming powers were designed to be dis- 
tinct. The Senate was intended to act 
as a check on the President not in 
the way of reviewing his judgment, but in 
Jooking at the matter in another light and 
forming an independent opinion. Two steps 
are indeed necessary in making an appoint- 
ment to office, and when the first has been 
taken by the President the Senate has only 
to consider whether it will take the second. 
It matters not whether the President makes 
his nomination through caprice, prejudice, or 
without sufficient reason, the Senate is called 
upon simply to declare whether it deems the 
nominee honest, worthy, and capable or not. 
Instead of echoing, contesting, or reviewing 
the reasons governing the action of the Pres- 
ident, the Senate is required to form an opin- 
ion for itself, There could be no object in 
dividing a power between the Senate and the 
President unless each was to act independ- 
entiy. When a nomination is presented to 
the Senate the question with that body is not 
whether the President was right in taking 
the first step, but whether it will take the 
second. In making appdintments the power 
is divided between the President and the Sen- 
ate, and neither is authorized to sit in judg- 
ment on the other. 

For the very reason that the Senate is re- 
quired to act independently and form an 
opinion for itself it is entitled to all the in- 
formation to be obtained from the public 
files. The assertion of Pugh and other Dem- 
ocratic Senators that departmental officers 
can sift out such papers as they think Con- 
gress should be permitted to see is absurd. 
Private and confidential letters have no place 
in the public files, but everything that belongs 
there is open to the inspection of Congress, 
The House has tite power of impeachment,

In the 
exercise of its functiona the Senate has equal 
authority and can command any information 
to be had from thé public archives Except in

‘I'he Senate 
has planted itself on solid ground in disavow- 
ing any authority to inquire into the Presi- 
dent’s reasons,“ but insisting that it is en- 
titled to all the papers and documents in the 
files of the departments. 


OLD TECUMSEH RUN TO EARTH. 
Our readers will recall the paper printed in 


the December number of the North American 


Review, in which Gen. Fry quoted Gen. 
Sherman as having said since Grant’s death 
that had Gen. C. F. Smith lived Grant 
would have disappeared to history after 
** Donelson.”” The 2d of January Gen. 
Sherman wrote a letter to a friend denying 
that he had ever made such a statement, 
whereupon Gen. Fry produced the letter 
written by Gen. Sherman containing the 
statement in the exact words quoted by him. 
This settled one branch of the controversy. 
It proved that Gen. Sherman had made the 
statement, and it has been good-naturedly as- 
sumed by the press that be must have for- 
gotten the words he used or the letter itself 
altogether, 

The New York Times has now been inves- 
tigating the subject still further, and the re- 
sults of its investigation disclose the un- 
pleasant fact not only that the statement was 
made, but that it was not in accordance with 
the truth, as shown by the official records. 
In brief, these documents furnish the follow- 
ing information: After the battle of Donel- 
son Gen. Halleck, upon the strength of an 
anonymous letter, complained to Gen. Me- 
Clellan, then commander-in-chief, that Gen. 
Grant was inefficient and neglectful of duty, 
whereupon McClellan instructed Halleck to 
place him under arrest if he thought the exi- 
gencies of the service required it. ‘The next 
day, March 4, 1862, Halleck ordered Gen. 
Smith to take charge of the forward move- 
ment and Gen. Grant was instructed to re- 
main at Fort Henry. At this point the Times 
quotes from Sherman’s ‘‘ Memoirs” his state- 
ment that Smith arrived at Savanna the 
13th of March, and at that time was suffer- 
ing from a disability which caused his death 
the 25th of the ensuing April; also that the 
17th of March Gen. Grant was restored to 


his command by reason of Smith’s fatal ill- 


ness and because of his satisfactory explana- 
tions of his conduct after Donelson to Gen. 
Halleck, leaving the inference on the reader's 
mind that Grant was restored on account of 
Sinith’s sickness, and that if Smith had been 
only temporarily ill Grant would have re- 
mained in retirement, or, as Sherman ex- 
pressed it, would have been lost to history 
after Donelson.” 

The records show that at that very time 
the disability of Smith was only considered 
temporary—a mere accident, from which he 
would recover. ‘They also show that from 
the 4th to the 13th of March dispatches were 
continually passing between Grant and Hal- 
leck as to the complaint against him, and 
that as early as the 10th Halleck ordered him 
to be in readiness to take eharge of the cam- 
paign. The 18th, the day that Smith ar- 
rived at Savanna, Gen. Halleck dispatches 
in reply to Gen. Grant's request to be re- 
lieved: ‘* Instead of relieving you I wish 
“you, as soon as your new army is in the 
* field, to assume the immediate command, 
and lead it on to new victories.” The 
next day Gen. Grant telegraphed: .‘‘I will 
assume command.” And hedid, and went 
on from victory to victory, until the Rebell- 
ion was crushed. Gen, Sherman has more 
than once denounced the newspapers for in- 
accurate statements. It is not probable that 
he will be more lenieyt to them in the future, 
now that they have assisted not only in prov- 
ing that he did make statements which he de- 
nies, but also that the statements themselves 
are not in harmony with the facts of history 
as afforded by official records. He ought to 
be satisfied, however, that his bad memory 
and inaccuracy have not reflected any dis- 
credit upon the Great Commander nor in- 
duced the publie to impugn the good faith 
of Gen, Sherman himself. 


MORE TWEEDISM IN NEW YORK. 

Mr. Jacob Sharp, who is known in New 
York as the Surface Railroad King.“ ap- 
pears to be an expert in all the mysteries of 
addition, division, and silence. According to 
the testimony given before the legislative in- 
vestigating committee which is now making 
inquiry in regard to the charter of the Broad- 
way Surface Railroad’ Mr. Sharp’s actions do 
not in any way belie his name. During the 
time that Mr. Sharp was engaged in securing 
from the Common Council the charter of the 
Surface Railroad his methods of doing busi- 
ness were marked in their originality and pe- 
culiarity. Iu the course of his testimony he 
stated that he drew checks for large amounts 
payable to cash,“ so that they passed 
through the banks and returned to the 
maker leaving no trace behind.” Mr. 
Sharp produced one of his remarkable check- 
books before the wondering gaze of the com- 
mittee. The stubs left in the book contained 
no memoranda, and there was nothing to 
show even the year in which the checks were 
used or the banks on which they were drawn. 
Unfortunately, Mr. Sharp had thrown the 
checks when returned to him into the waste- 
basket, and the chambermaid probably had 
used them for curl-papers. Sharp remem- 
bered that his bank account amounted at one 
time to $969,991, and during the time he used 
these peculiar-checks it was reduced to about 
$50,000; but beyond this his memory was 
indistinct. There were several checks for 
over $100,000, and one for $300,000, but Mr. 
Sharp could not recall the names of the par- 
ties to whom they were drawn. The mem- 
ory ot the Surface Railroad King” appears 
to be as defective as his methods of doing 
business were peculiar. 

Other persons connected with the Broad- 
way Surface Road were almost as careless as 
Mr. Sharp in their operations. Mr. James 
A. Richardson appears to have been a man 
of some method and memory, for when put 
on the stand he testified that he held 135 
shares of $1,000 each. He did not buy 
them: Jacob Sharp gave them to him.” But, 
with the exception of Mr. Richardson, whose 
memory was clear on at least one point, 
nearly all the other witnesses examined so 
far before the legislative committee have 
shown themselves weak in recollection as 
well as careless in their business operations. 
For instance, Mr. William H. Hays, 
President of the Eighth and Ninth 
Avenue Railroads, recited the circum- 
stances under which he signed 1,500 
first-mértgage bonds of the B way & 
Seventh Avenue Road. It appears that after 
signing the bonds Mr. Hays left the room for 
a moment, and when he returned they were 
gone. He was unable to find them and had 
no idea how they bad digay The 
stock certificate book of the company shows 
eight certificates filled out, but only one that 
was apparently paid for and delivered, and this 
was to Mr. Jacob Sharp for 9,520 shares. 
The transfer book gives no information. but 
another record shows the cost of the road 
to have been $3,452,000. Opposit the differ- 
ent heads in the minute book, such as horses, 
cars, dummies, wagons, etc., is written the 
word non.“ 

The testimony submitted to the investigat- 


ing committee so far is certairly @seourag-" 


ing. Little light can be gained from prevari- 
cating witnesses and doctored records so long 
as the committee is disposed to deal with 
them gingerly. Testimony like that of Jacob 
Sharp, who avers that he cannot recollect in 
whose favor he drew single checks for hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars, should be 
treated as contempt, and punished according- 
ly. No committee should feel bound to sit 


and listen to such declarations. Sharp isa liar. | 


It is an insult to a court or a legislative com- 
mittee for a witness to offer such evidence, and 
he ought to be brought up with a round turn 
without delay. The investigating commit- 
tee evidently has on hand a scandal equal to 
the days of Tweedism, but it ought to begin 
its work by informing the witnesses that it 
will tolerate no nonsense.

This indictment of the Federal Govern- 
ment asa robber rests simply on the fact | 


that under the act of Aug. 5, 1861, Congress 


levied a direct war tax which, according to 
the Constitution, had to be apportioned equal- | 


ly among the several States in respect to 


population. The loyal States promptly paid | 


their portion of the tax, but of course nothing 


was contributed by fhe States in rebellion, | 
and the latter still stand on the books of the 
Government as delinquents. The tax if | 
levied only on a portion of the States would | 
be unconstitutional, and although the Federal | 


Government bas no power to coerce the de- 
faulting States into making payment, it has 
preserved its consistency by treating the 
amounts as due and unpaid. As a matter of 
fact, the Government has not had power to 
take“ any portion of this tax from the 
Southern States, but they have been able to 
“keep” that which justly and fairly be- 
longed to the National Treasury. It is sim 
ply a case of default and swindling on the 
part of the Southern States, and the only 
parties entitled to complain are the Northern 
States that paid their dues and may justly in- 
sist that the levy should be uniform on all 
the States. 

There is another side to the demand made 
by Hammond and Barksdale. The Southern 
States have refused to pay the tax, and as it 


is held that the Government cannot levy on 
their public buildings or other property there 
seems to be no way to compel them to do so; 


but the Treasury can carry these States on 
the books as delinquent and use their default 


as an offset against any claims they may pre- 


sent. 


This is where the shoe pinches. A | 


number of the Southern States have old 
claims against the National Government, but | 


they are unable tosecure anything as long as 
the direct war tax remains charged against 
them. ‘The Treasury keeps an account with 
every State and pays only the balances due. 


In this manner the Government is able to en- | 


force its claims in some degree against the 
defaulting States, and when any of them pre- 
sent legal claims they are simply allowed a 
credit on the old score and cannot draw any- 
thing from the Treasury. The object sought 
by Hammond and Barksdale is not simply to 
avoid paying the overdue tax, but to have 
the accounts balanced so that the Treasury 
may be raided safely with old Southern 
claims, 8

By 3 o'clock there was as large a crowd 
present os attended the meeting yesterday, and 
fhe police force present bem unable to cope 
with them it was suddenly increased 
by a large reserve that had been held in readi- 
ness. Repeated charges were made upon the 
crowd, and little mercy was show, truncheons 
being freely used, and many broken heads re- 
sulting. The leaders of yesterday, however, 
were conspicuous for their absence, so that the 
mob was simply a seething mass of buman 
beasts, bowling and snarling, but practically 
powerless because of iack of leadership. Be- 
fore the well-organized attacks of the police 
the crowd melied into fragments, the 
officers folle;‘ag up ther advantage by 
driving each fragment into the by-streets until 
all were for the time practically dispersed. 
Tradesmen kept their shops closed as a rule, 
feeling that at ter yesterday's experience they 
had good cause to fear a repetition of the out- 
rages. The eustomary London fog prevailed, 
which added to the boldness of the rabbie, and 
in one instance an attempt was made to stop 
the carriages of members of the nobility who 
were on their way to St. James’ Palace to at- 
tend a levee given by the Prince of Wales, but 
the police dispersed the crowd, though with 
dificulty. Every carriage that ventured in 
sight received similar treatment. Between 4 
and 5 o’clock the mob again rallied in Trafalgar 
Square and successfully resisted two charges 
of the police, the numbers being constantly 
augmented by arrivals from every quarter. 
Eventually, bowever, the mob was dispersed, 
and the city is quiet tonight. 

At Nottimebam 200 unemployed workingmen 
forced an entrance into the room where the 
workhouse guardians were holding a meeting 
this afternoon and clamored for bread. The 
guardians subsequentiy admitted a deputa- 
tion of the men to a conference on the distress 
prevailme among the unemployed poor of 
Nottingham.

MOVING ON THE GOVERNMENT. 

The riotous proceedings of yesterday and to- 
day are already beme util:zed by various 
parties, factions, and cliques as levers with 
which to move the weight of) public opinion 
and public sympathy in the direction cf their 
desires. All sorte of appeals and demands are 
made upon the institutions devoted to charity, 
and the Home Office is deluged with petitions. 
An orgavization of tradesmen has appointed a 
committee to wait upon Sir Hugb Childers, 
Home Secretary, and a set of resolutions out- 


Uu ing the Government's policy from the trades- 


men’s. point of view is in preparation. 
The bopes of the promoters of 
this advance upon the Home Office 
are mainly built upon their assumed ability to 
worry Sir Hugh into doing something—they do 
not definitly say what, but they want some- 
thing. On the other hand, there is a strong 
element in favor of repression, even to the ex- 
tent of oppression, and a repetition of the law- 
lesness of the last twenty-four hours would 
certainly result disastrously to the aggressors. 
Lord Walter Campbell strongly recommends a 
general arming of households, and the pro- 
nounced boom which was noticeabie today in 
the sale of firearms testifies to the unanimity 
witb which his suggestion is approved. 

A meeting of West End tradesmen was beld 
this evening for the purpose of giving expres- 
sion to their indignation at and want of confi- 
dence in the authorities for permitting the riot. 
Mr. W. H. Smith, member of Parlia- 
ment, presided. Mr. Smith said be sympa- 
thized with genuine distress. He condemned, 
however, the present mode of agitation, 
and appealed to workmen to resent the inter- 
ference of the Socialists as detriwental to their 
own interests. He said he had seen Mr. Chil- 
ders, the Home Secretary, and had given him 
notice that be would question the Government 
on the subject in Pariiament. A resolution 
was adopted to send a memorial to the Home 
Secretary asking him to receive a deputation 
of tradesmen for a conference. 

Burns, Champion, Hyndman, and Williams, 
the four Socialists who inspired yesterday's 
riots, called this efternoon upon Mr. Joseph 
Chamberlain, President of the Local Govern- 
ment Board, at this office. Mr. Chamberlain 
decline to receive the Socialists personally. 
but conveyed to them bis willingness to give 
attention to anything they might have to say, 
provided they placed it before him in writing. 
Burns and bis colleagues thereupon drafted a 
statement of their wishes. They seid they bad 
called to obtain from Mr. Chamberiain a dec 
laration of the Government's intentions with 
regard to providing work for the several hun- 
dred thousand unemployed people who 
were at present starving in the City 
of London and elsewhere in England) 
The statement coutained the assertion that 
all the pressure which the workingmen’s so- 
cieties bad brought to bear upon the local au- 
thorities had entirely failed, and that letters 
sent to the local government by persons au- 
thorized to speak for the distressed were left 
usanewered, Mr. Burns and his colleagues 
averred that they had hopefully come fora 
statement of the Government's intentions in 
order to report at the meeting of the uneém- 
ployed workmea of Lovdoa which is soon to 
be beld. Mr. Chamberlain replied in writmg 
that he did not think that any of the remedies 
proposed by the Social Democratic Federation 
would prove effectual to relieve the preva-

MONDAY’S RIOT. 

Many of the rioters of yesterday have been 
arrested; some of them have been fined and 
discharged; others have been remanded for 
trial, while a number have beén sentenced to 
imprisonment for various terms ranging from 
one to six months. 

Although many of the least responsible of 
the rioters have been arrested, fined, and re- 
leased, no attempt has been made to take into 
custody the acknowledged leaders of the mob. 
Hyndman and Burns are manifestly taking ad- 
vantage of the situation and are posing as 
martyrs. They disclaim any responsibility 
for the violence and pillage which followed 
their inflammatory harangues and express 
astonishment that they should be held 
to accountability. Both take refuge upon the 
ground that the failure of the police to pro- 
tect persons and property in open daylight and 
in the beart of the city naturally encduraged 
the criminal classes to Jawlesness; and in 
this ingenious if not ingenuous defense they 


was in the power of the police to have pre- 
vented a riot. They did not do 80. Having 
permitted the mob to get beyond their control 
they could not do so. 

Sparling, a Socialist leader, in an interview 
in relation to the part taken by the Socialists 
in the demonstration yesterday, said that, while 
be did not approve of rioting, still he could not 
but rejoice at an event which tended to show 
that society was insecure. In regard to the 
stone-throwing at the Carlton Club Sparling 
said that the members of that body 
had brought .the attack upon themselves 
by appearing at the windows and 
laughing and jeering at the mob. In explana 
tion of the rough treatment to which a woman 
had been subjected by the rioters he said her 
carriage had been stopped because the lady 
was beard to order ber ecoachman to “drive 
over those dogs. The mob, Sparling said, se- 
lected and attacked shops which exhibited the 
royal arms. 

Hyndman, the President of the Democratic 
Federation, disclaims any responsibility for the 
actions of the mob yesterday. He predicts 
that trouble of very serious proportions will 
ensue if the distress existing. among working- 
people is not soon relieved. The men will not 
starve forever, he says, and if the authorities 
refuse to help them then they must not be 
surprised if force is resorted to to procure 
bread. 

Mr. Kelly, Secretary of the Unemployed 
Workingmen’s Organization, accuses the §So- 
cialists of causmg the recent trouble and lays 
part of the blame on the police officials, who, 
be says, were perfectiy aware of the intentions 
of the Socialists. Mr. Kelly Monday distrib- 
uted 20,000 circulars among the workingmen 
urging peaceful proceedings.. He threatens 
that unless the police proceed against the 
Socialists the workmen, themselves will en- 
deavor to punish them. Kelly had his eyes 
blackened and was otherwise badiy bruised in 
the fights yesterday. 

The Telegraph says that the Government in- 
tends to prosecute the more violent af the So- 
cialistic speakers who addressed the mob in 
Trafalgar Square. 

The Times severely censures the heads of the 
police department, who, it says, proved them- 
selves unfit for the positions they occupy. It 
reminds Mr. Childers that his reputation de- 
pends largely upon his recognizing this fact. 
The constables, it adds, did all that was possi- 
bie in facing the mob without help orguidance 
from the leading officials. 

The latest estimates piace the damages done 
in Monday’s riot at £25,000. All witnesses agree 
that the rioters were mainly ruffians of villain- 
ous looks and of the lowest order, who moved 
quickly in compact bodies. 

The news of the riot here has created a sen- 
sation in Europe. The Socialists of Paris and 
Berlin are jubilant. Meetings are being called 
in those cities to express admiration for the 
London Socialists and to encourage them to 
take further action. 


[Burns and Hyndman, the leaders of the London 
Socialists, are well-koaoOwn characters in the En- 
glish metropolis. Burns has been accused of ac- 
cepting money from the Tory clubs for running as 
a Parliamentary candidate in one of. the English 
poroughs—Nottingham—thus splitting the Liberals 
in the hope that a Tory might get in. The vote, 
showed C. Seely (R.), 6,669; E. Cope (S.), 3,797; 
Berns, 508. Burns acknowleged that he got the 
money, but claimed that be did not know whence it 
came. Though notan Irishman, be belonged to 
one of the Irish. leagues in London, but was ex- 


charges reflecting on his politieal and personal 
honesty. He has since bis expulsion, in the 
columns of the London Times, abused the league 
and its officers. He is a professional workingman, 
and were he a resident of Chicago he 
would probably be called „ touch- 
er.’ Hyndman, his associate, is a man 
of wealth, and of considerable literary capacity. 
He is the author of most of the Communistie tracts 
scattered broadcast through Great Britain and lre- 
land nowadays ip order to propagate Socialistic 
ideas. He isa Hebrew—withont a religion. He 
used to belong to the Positivist coterte of which 
Frederic Harrison is the high priest, but becoming 
too rash for his associates he was ** frozen out.“ 
He edits the London Communistic paper, for the 
support of which appeals are made nightly at the 
gathering of the “ hungry workingmen.’’ A couple 
of years ago Hyndman contributed to the Nine- 
teenth Century a somewhat startiing article on 
Socialism under the caption * The Dawn of a Kevo- 
lutionary Epoch.” In this article be maintained 
that “never perhaps has the certainty of ap- 
proaching troubie been more manifest. . . . It 
will be strange if the next few years pass over 
peacefully. . . The crowded room, the 
dingy street, the smoky atmosphere. the 
gradual deterioration of offspring . . . are noted 
and brooded ever by men who are being steacily 
educated to understand the disadvantages of their 
poaition, and are also being drilled to right them.“ 
Mr. Hyedman looks upon Bismarek as the greatest 
“domestic revolutionist of modern times. In 
France the imprisonment of the Communists some 
years ago was “the martyrdom of a new social 
faith.” Austria and Italy are failing into line for 
many reasons and through many causes—the prin- 
agrarian.

PARNELL GETS THERE JUST THE SAME. 

Mr. Parnell arrived at Dublin last evening 
and today started for Galway to take part in 
the canvass of bis nominee, Mr. O'Shea. He 
was accompanied by Messrs. Thomas Power 
O'Connor, Kelly, Sexton, Deasy, and Camp- 
bell, members of Parliament. When the Par- 
nell party arrived at Galway they were met by 
a mob who jostied the Irish leaders and cried: 
To hell with O'Shea and Parnen!“ Mr. 
Healy, who had arrived some time previously. 
hurried to the scene, and, pushing his way 
through the crowd, said he would break the 
head of any.man who dared to insult Mr. Par- 
nell. This restored order for the time, Dur- 
ing the general meeting beld to take action on 
the canvass, Mr. Lynch made a speech, in 
which he said that Mr. Parnell bad acted like a 
traitor to Galway in importing Capt. O’Shbea as 
the parliamentary candidate of the city when 
it had plenty of good native material. Lynch 
added that, although Parnell was a great man, 
Ireland bad made him. These remarks stirred 
the factions present into wild excitement. 
Mr. Parnell then invited Mr. Lynch to a quiet 


talk, and the conversation was not long over 


before Mr. Lynch announced that he had de- 
cided, at Mr. Parnell's request, to withdryw 
from the Galway contest. 

This withdrawal of Mr. Lynch from the par- 
liamentary contest in Galway leaves a clear 
field for the election of Mr. O’Shea, Mr. Par- 
nell’s candidate, and the threatened dissension 
and possible split in the Nationalist party is 
thereby averted. 

Messrs. McCarthy, Sexton, Harrmgton, and 
Grey are among the signers of the appeal to 
the Galway electors to support Mr. Paruell's 
nominee. 

The Daily News says that while such promi- 
nent membefs of the Old Guard” support 
Mr. Parnell he is safe, despite the hostility of 
Healy and the vivacity of Biggar. 

VARIOUS NOTES. 

The Hari of Abeydeen bas left for Dublin, 
where he will be sworn in immediately as Lord- 
Lieutenant of Ireland. 

Mr. John Morley, the new Chief Secre ary 
for Ireland, bas started for Dublin to take the 
oath of office. 

Lord Carnarvon, late Viceroy of Ireland, will 
depart for Italy tomorrow. 

Sir William Vernon Harcourt, Chancellor of 
the Exchequer, has been rediected to Parlia- 
ment from Derby. In an address, thanking 
his constituents, he said that the responsibility 
involved in taking office in England was heavier 
today than it bad ever heretofore been. 

The Munster Bank bas issued a call for £2 
per share. At a meeting of the sbareholders 
today resolutions were adopted expressing re- 
gret that the call was necessary, showing as it 
did the depressed state of the country. 

Mr, James Anthony Froude has written a 
letter declining an invitation to lecture in Bel- 
fast on the Irish crisis. He says taiking is of 
littie use, and that the time for action is ap- 
proaching. England is now asleep, but when 
the state of anarchy in Ireland shall have be- 
come intolerable she will awake and do as she 
has done before. 

Sir Farrer Herschell, the Lord High Chan- 
cellor, has been raised to the Peerage, with the 
title of Baron Herschell. 

Doubtless your readers will be interested to 
know how Lord Chancellors are made. The 
process is much like a spectacle on the mimic 
stage: 

TIME—Today. 4 

SCENE—The almost deserted House of Lords, 
sparsely lighted. Three women sit in the gallery. 
one the proud wife of the new official. There are 
more clerks and flunkies in the room than peers. 

Enter Sir Farrer Herschell, O. C., attired in the 
Uk gown he wore at the bar—as yet he 
if but a simple Knight. Preceding him 
is Sir Albert Woods, Garter King of 
Arms, who has invested five Ki and one 
Emperor with the Garter. He wears a herald’s 
coat, stiff and bilazoned with «oid, and carries a 
black velvet purse supposed to contain the un- 
countable wealth of royalty. Sir Albert looks 
grand. Sir Farrer is as nervous as an amatetr 
débutant. 

They cross the house to the woolsack (right 
centre). The usher uncovers the throne. The 
Queen is now supposed to be present: to her 
kneels the débutant, and then he rises. All stand. 
Lord Granville announces the new dignitary as 
Baron Herschell. 

A second processionis formed as before, cross- 
ing left centre to the robing room. 

The new Baron, nervously watching and copy ing 
the movements of Stage-Manager Woods, re- 
enters, accompanied by two old Lords, full robed. 
Baron Herschell, ditto for the first time Lady 
Herscheli, prouder than ever, sits in the gallery 
thinking over her next new finery. 

On reaching the throne the old “business” of 
genufiexion is gone through. The Baron places 
his patent of nobility on the cushion of the 
throne, sedlutes the invisible Queen, and re- 
turns the woolsack. He hands the patent 
to a clerk for fling and the latter gives 
the Lord Chancellor the privy purse. He is 
overanxious about sitting on the woolsack, but the 
long, silken cords of the parse get entangled in his 
legs and robes. Allsmile. The herald assists to 
loosén them, as becomes the Garter King. 

The $50,000 Chancellor is then congratulated by 
his $25,000-a-year pensioned predecessor, Lords 
Selborne and Halsbury. A general business of 
congratulations by the thirteen remaining peers 
present is gone through as the new voter for home 
rule in the house of its enemies begins his labors.

GERMANY. 
BISMAKCE’S SCHEMES FOR THE GERMANIZ- 
ING OF POLAND. 

BERN, Feb. 9.—Prince Bismarck, at a coun- 
cliiof Ministers yesterday, discussed the sub- 
ject of the Germanizing of Poland. He said 
the Government would soon introduce in the 
Diet measures dealing with grants to farmers, 
teachers, and theatres; aiso a bill to establish 
a German university at Posen. The Goy- 
ernment bill for colonizing Prussian Poland 
with German settiers, who are to replace the 
exiled Poles, provides for 100,000,000 marks to 
defray the expenses of the colonization. It 
also names the Ministers to regulate the affairs 
of the newly-popuilated territory, the members 
of both Chambers of the Diet assisting. 

In the Lower House of the Landtag today 
the Government introduced a bill appropriat- 
ing $25,000,000 for the expenses of colonuing 
West Prussia and Posen.

BRITISH NEWS. 
A GREAT SENSATION AT PIMLICO—EARL 
CAIRNS’ MATRIMONIAL INTENTIONS. 

LonbDON, Feb. 9.—An inquest was beld today 
in the case of the death of Mr. Bartlett, a mer- 
chant of Pimlico, who, itis alleged, was killed 
by chioroform administered by his wife, who 
wished to marry the Rev. Mr. Dyson, a Wes- 
leyan minister. A statement by Mrs. Bartlett 
was read at the inquest by her physician. She 
was 16 years of age when she was married to 
Bartlett. They made a compact to live to- 
gether merely as loving friends. This agree- 
ment was adnered to for six years, when the 
husband began to encourage her affection for 
the Kev. Mr. Dyson. Recently Bartlett began 
to manifest renewed affection for his wife, but 
she, feeling it to be ber duty to the minister 
to resist her husband's advances, appealed to 
him to desist, as he bad affianced her to Mr. 
Dyson. The appeal hed only a temporary ef- 
fect, so she resolved to protect herself from 
her husband by waving chloroform in front of 
his face. The night before his death, as her 
husband was retiring, she procured a bottle of 
chloroform, which her husband took from her. 
Upon awakening in the night she found her 
husband lying dead by her side, The affair 
has created an intense sensation, and is re- 
garded as likely to culminate in one of the 
most prominent causes célébre in the criminal 
history of this country. 

It is announced at Cannes that Earl Cairns, 
formerly Lord Garmoyle, and the defendant in 
the Fortescue breach-of-promise case, is en- 
gaged to Mies Grant, an American woman.

The Fire, Whose Origin Is a Mystery, 
Spreads with Great Ra- 
pidity, 


And Damages the Stocks to the Extent 
of $75,000—A Stubborn 


Blass. 


The five-story building No. 19 Lake street, 
Owned by the heirs of the McCormick estate 
and occupied jointly by the American Screw 
Company and Perry & Co., stoves, was visited 
by a fire last nicht, entailmg a loss 
of not less than $75,000. The fire was discov- 
ered about midnight by Officer Thomas Daley 
of Pinkerton’s ferce, who, as he was passing 
through the alley at the rear of the building 
extending from Wabash to Michigan ave- 
nues, saw flames issuing ‘from a third- 
story window. He gave an alarm of fire from 
Box No. 23, but before he could return to the 
building the fire had made its way through the 
roof and was burning with unusual fierceness 
when the engines arrived. The prospect was 
rather alarming, for the next building to the 
west. No. 21, was stored from top to bottom 
with paints and oils, and two stubborn and 
dangerous fires had been fought in 
this place. It jt spread to No. 21 
there was no telling what might happen. 
A second alarm was soon followed by a third. 
and the vombined force soon quvlied the 
flames, but the building seemed filled 
from top to bottom with smoke 
which barred the entrance of the firemen, 
and showed that the fire was still burning in 
the interior. Chief Swenie said he seemed to 
be fighting amoke instead of fire. After. the 
firemen entered the building they found that 
the fire was burning chiefly in the rear. 
It had started in ‘the basement and 
taken the inevitable eievator shaft for its as- 
cent. Shooting out on each floor it leaped 
along the woodwork, demolishing all tne in- 
terior finishing and so weakening the’ 
floors that, though none gave way, yet 
Chief Swenie considered them dangerous, and 
after the flood of water had worked its way 
through ordered the firemen out of the build- 
ing; the beavy stock was a great strain upon 
the weakened floors and the Chief would not 
imperil the lives of his men. From that time 
efforts were directed from the outside. 

H. A. Taylor, the manager of the American 
Serew Company, whose maoutactory is in 
Providence, R. I., is in Omaha, but 
from another source it was learned that 
it carried a stock valued at $60,000, upon 
which the oss may be $9,000 or $10,000. The 
insurance on the stock and fixtures of the 
screw company is $40,000. 

Mr. J. B. Hughes, the Chicago manager ‘for 
Perry & Co., and also a member of tne firm, was 
seen at his residence, No. 2235 Wabash avenue. 
He said: “We occupy Nos. 15 and 
17 and a part of No. 19 and rent the 
first fioor of No. 19 to the American Seréew’ 
Company. Our stock is very beavy and in- 
voices at about $200,000. We increased it heav- 
ily last month on account of the impending rise 
in freight rates. In No. 10, where the fire is, 
we had half of our stock, $100,000, consisting 
largely of gasoline stoves. Our total Insur- 
ance is $130,000, and $60,000 of thi 
is placed on the stock dam 4 
Our foundry is at Albany, N. V., and the com- 
pany consists ot John 8. Perry, Natban B. Por- 
ry, Andrew Dickey, and J. B. Hughes. The 
baildme at Nos. 15 and 17is owned by Levi 
Rosenfeit of Prairie avenue, and Nos. 19 and 
21 by the estate of Cyrus McUormick. There 
is a very substantial fre wall between the two 
buildings. 1 cannot conceive how the 
fire could have started, except from a 
stray cigarstub, for there is never 
any, fire in either building except on the first 
tioor of No. 16. There was nothing very in- 
tiammable about the stock, and as itis said to 
have originated on the third floor, it must 
have been the packing of some of the gas 
stoves which first caught.”’ —

JOSEPH ARCH AT HOME, 


THE POLITICAL LEADER OF THE ENGLISH 
LABORERS AND THE M. F. FOR NORTH- 
WEST NORFOLK. ; 

London World: The front door of Mr. Arch’s 
cottage opens directly on the liv ina- room. As 
you enter your head almost touches the ceil- 
ing, and you must stoop to pass the oak beam 
across its centre. A screen covered with paper 
shuts out the draft from abroad chimney- 
corner, which filis nearly one side of 
the apartment. The rough tags on the 
floor are covered with striped drugget 
matting and a long Warwickshire press of 
black polished oak is placed beneatn the win- 
dows with the cheerful red merino curtains. 
Twenty years ago Joseph Arch made a littie 
bookcase for himself. but his library bas long 
since outgrown its capacity, and so Mrs. Arch 
has appropriated it for ber best china tea-serv- 
ice, and her husband has lined the wall opposit 
the broad fireplace with substantial sbeives. 
Here are to be found all bis favorit works. 
Bright's and Cobden's speeches, Green's ** His- 
tory of the Evgiish People,“ ‘* Pulpit Aids.“ 
Wesiey’s “Commentaries,” and Spurgeon’s 
“Sermons” are tobe seen side by side; for 
theology, as well as politics, has a powerful 
ciaim on the attention of the member for North- 
west Norfolk. Most Sunday morumgs Mr. Arch 
preaches to a se.ect congregation in the modest 
cottage with ieaded casements, on the other 
side of the street, which does duty as a primi- 
tive Methodist chapel.

Behind the clock is the 
all-amportant bacon cupboard, and you are 
now within the precincts of the coziest. of 
chimney-corners, where a kettle suspended 
from an iron hook is hissing merrily over the 
brightest of fires. Mrs. Arch is to be seen 
most afternoons seated in a comfortable arm- 
clair, within reach of the ketjle, and busied 
with the necessary prepaiations for her hus- 
band’s visit to London. She is comely still, and, 
as becomes the wife of a member of Parlia- 
ment, wears a serviceable stuff gown of 
the brightest mauve color, an apron in which 
the red and the yellow flowers struggie for su- 
premacy, and a4 matroniy cap with ribbons to 
match. Joseph Arch sits opposit ber in the 
upright seat which ence belonged to bis grand- 
mother, and which bus passed a whole century 
in the same chimnes-corner: the table is 
pulled slightiy toward him, and he is occupied 
with bis morning's ietters. He wears a woolen 
jacket and trousers of gray tweed. As he 
reads and writes he smokes a well-worn brier- 
wood pipe, replenishing it now and then from 
a tobacco jar fashioned like a church service.

BERLIN, Jau. 22.—([Special Correspondence. ] 
~The first reception given here by Gentle- 
man George,” a8 Minister Pendleton is famil- 
iarly called even in this foreign land, was a 
brilliant success. The reputation of Mr. Pen- 
dleton and his family for bospitality, culture, 
and social graces was so high that all members 
of the American colony had looked forward to 
the event with pleased expectancy. The same 
feeling animated many Germaus who knew 
Mr. Pendleton years ago during his tormer 
visit to this country. All last summer and fall 
the Minister and his family lived at Van See, 
one of the most aristocratic and exclusive of 
the suburbs of Berlin. But last month they 
moved into town and opened a splendid man- 
sion on Voss strasse. This is a fine street 
m a quiet but eminentiy aristocratic 
quarter. Prince George, the Emperor's 
cousin, lives near by, and the Iron 
Chancellor, Bismarck bimselt, is on the next 
Street. Mr. Pendieton’s house is a bandsome 
one, and the spacious reception-rooms on the 
second floor are furnished in e thoroughly 
bomelike American manner. I judge, indeed, 
that the bulk of the furniture and other ob- 
jects were brought from the United States. 
Certainly the rooms presented a most agreeabie 
contrast to the cold, bleak appearance so often 
found in the days of “ Jeffersonian simplicity ”’ 
in the houses of American Ministers in Eu- 
rope. There were about 800 guests at the 
opening reception, and all seemed more than 
delighted with the hospitality afforded. In the 


dining-saloon there was abundant cheer, both 


to eat and to drink, and I would bardiy dare 
tell how freely the champagne flowed. Nor 
were the tipplers ali of the sterner 
sex. I noticed many ladies emptying giass 
after glass, in honor, doubtiess, of the new era 
of Democratic simplicity and reform. Amon 
them was one, who shall be nameless, dis- 
tinguished as probably the most beautiful— 
and most thirsty—American girl in Berlin. 
She belongs to a New York family. It is re- 
lated that at a public banquet last fall she 
drank so much champagne as to become de- 
cidedly frisky and talkative, and when the 
toast of The Emperor was offered made 
herself so conspicuousiy demonstrative that 
she had to be calied to order and asked to keep 
quiet. The incident created some little scan- 
dal at the time, and I supposed the young lady 
would either leave Berlin or “swear off.“ Ap 
parently she decided to do neither, for here she 
was again, as bright and beautiful as ever, 
with a train of admirers, and drinking the 
sparkling wine as freely as ever, though hap- 
pily with no bad results.

The conference of Catholic Bishops of the 
Northwestern District was convened at St.

This council will relieve 
Archbishop Heiss of many cares which he at 
present bas not sufficient time to properly at- 
tend to.

POINTED JUDGES AND CLERKS. 

The Election Commissioners did not have 
such a lively time yesterday as they had antic 
tpated. There was a good deal oft kicking,” 
but more about polling-places than judges. 
The list of polling-places is still kept open and 
occasionally changes are made. Objecuons to 
poiling-places are still numerous, but the Com- 
missioners say most of them are based on en- 
tirely unreliable claims and changes are fre- 
quently asked for simply for personal or party 
reasons. It was said that in the case ot the 
Sixth Ward eight polling-places were object- 
ed to. A man was sent out to investigate and 
found cause for a change in only one. 

Objection has been made by Democrats to 
the location of a polling-place in the First 
Ward opposit MoCoy’s Hotel on Clark street. 
The precioct comprises the Grand Pacific and 
McCoy’s Hotel and a long block on Clark street 
south from Van Buren to Harrison, The 
Grand Pacific contains nearly fifty votes and Mo- 
Coy’s Hotel about thirty. For these the present 
location is very convenient ana Republicans 
have been resisting a change, But it is claimed 
that the bulk of the population lives in the 
block on Clark south of Van Buren, and they, 
therefore, want the polling-place to be moved 
farther south on Glark street. The Commis- 
sioners have not yet decided the question. 


Coroner Hertz wanted the poliling-place 
in the Fifteenth Precinct of the Four 
teenth Ward moved farther south. The 
precinct is an oblong one, its greatest lengta 
being north and south. It is bounded on the 
northwest by Milwaukee avenue. At present 
the poiling-place is located at the extreme 
northern portion on Milwaukee avenue. Henry 


Hertz asked to have it moved fartiier south on 


Milwaukee avenue. 

The Commissioners are working in harmony 
in appointing judges and clerks of electign. 
There is a provision in the law that each Com- 
missioner shall bave a veto upon the appoint- 
ment of any judge or cierk, and if, on account 
of such veto the board cannot agree upon the 
appointments, then the names of six persons 
who are eligible shall be selected by the Com- 
missioner belonging to the leading polit- 
ical party entitled to be represented by 
such judge or oierk, and out of 
these the Commissioners representing the other 
leading political party of the State shali select 
tus name of the judge or clerk. This pro- 
vision bas never yet been required by the Com- 
missioners. Three more wards were completed 
yesterday in the selection of judges and cierks, 
the First, Second, and Fourth. The list shows 
a number ot silk-stockings and is, generally, 
one that does not please some of Demo- 
cratic Aldermen hoping for réélection. They 
looked very much disappointed and dissatisfied 
on seeing the list passed on yesterday. In the 
selection of judges two judges have been given 
to one of the leading political parties alter- 
nately. The law says on this point: The 
leading political party represented by a minor- 
ity of all the Commissioners in the board shall 
be entitled to one of the judges and one of 
the clerks in each precinct with an even 
number, and to two of the judges and one of 
the clerks in each precinct with an odd num- 
ber, and the other leading political party sball 
be entitled to two judges in the even and one 
judge in the odd numbered precincts, and also 
shall be entitled to one clerk in each precinct.”’ 
In the Seventh Precinct of the First Ward a 
Socialist has been appointed as a judge for the 
Democratic side. “That makes no differ- 
ence, said Commissioner Corkery, be is a 
good man.” The new iaw does not permit 
any one to be appointed to the exclusion of a 
representative of the Republican or Demo- 
cratic party. These two parties must have one 
representave each, and after that,. If there be 
a third political party in such city, respectable 
in numbers, said Commissioners may, in their 
discretion, select a judge from said party for 
each precinot, if a proper person for such posi- 
tion can be found.“ 

In consequence of the order of the Council 
to pay the employés of the Election Com mission 
75 per cent of what is due them, 4 new pay- 
roll had to be made out, and the employés did 
not get their money yesterday.

MARTIAL LAW AT SEATTLE, 


A CRITICAL STATE OF AFFAIRS—THE MOB 
ENRAGED AT THE MILITIA—A CONFLICT 


FEARED. 

SeaTtrie, Wash. Ty., Feb. 9.—The militia 
still hold the oity, and strict martial 
law is enforced. The streets bave been 
thronged all day, the city being filied with 
strangers. A feeling of most intense bitter- 
ness prevails on all sides, and the situation 
could not well be more grave. The militia 
have been on duty continuously since Sunday 
morning, and are utterly worn out. The Chinese 


question bas been lost sight of in the bitter- 
ness engendered by yesterday's conflict. 
While there is no doubt that the home guard 
were attacked before firing, and that they 
acted in eelf-defense, the bitterest im- 
precations are heard against them. The au- 
thorities are determined and ready for any 
emergency. Citizens are generally responding 
to the call for volunteers, and many have been 
enrolled. The Cadet Corps of the Territorial 
University was sworn into the service of the 
Territory this evenmg, and 3s now quartered 
with the militia. This afte n the author 
ties took charge of the firearms 
and ammuninon to be fdund in store ins 
the city and removed them to the court-house. 
This was done to preciude any attempt being 
made to seize them. Charles Stewart, one of 
the men injured in yesterday's conflict, died 
today. His death bad the effect of increasing 
the bitter feelings. 

General orders have been issued by the Gov- 
ernor ordering the immediate arrest of any 
person violating any law of tne city, Territory, 
or United States; also that no person 
shall be allowed upon the streets 
of Seattle atter night unless they 
bave a properly-si¢ned pass, which pass shall 
specify the hours for which it is good. Col. 8. 
W. Scoot is appointed Assistant Provost Mar- 
shal. All places of business must have permits 


to keep open. 


THE MINNEAPOLIS FLOUR-MILIS. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Feb. 9.—({Special.}— 
Twelve flouring-milis were running yesterday 
and today, with a capacity of 19,500 barreis, 
against an output of about 13,000 barreis daily 
last week. The increase in the capacity start- 
ing up this morning was due to a better water- 
supply, but this is probably only temporary, 
and w:th a falling off in the supply again the 
Galaxy. Holly. and Cataract will undoubtedly 
shut down, according to the terms of the ar- 
rangement for this week. This would take off 
about 1,000 barrels from the daily output, and 
put it somewhere near half the capacity of the 
West Side mills. 


AN ARCHITECT'S EMBEZZLEMENT. 

New Haven, Conn., Feb. 9.—Five years ago 
Wilson Waddingham, the milMonaire Califor- 
nian, began the erection of a $500,000 residence 
at West Haven and engaged as his supervising 
architect and disbursing agent James Scott, a 
Salt Lake City Mormon. Recently Mr. Wad- 
dingbam had reason to believe that Scott was 
dishonest, He engaged an attorney to investi- 
gate the matter, and five weeks ago Scott was 
arrested and confessed that he had embezzied 
about $50,000, and claimed that several prom- 
inent merchants of this city were implicated

any one. You may find in it some 
resemblance to Wagner’s musical operas, such 
as Tannhäuser and ‘Lohengrin.’

So it 
is exceedingly audacious for an avowed anti- 
Wagoerian to come here and bring out an 
opera in anti-Wagnerian style. Doubtiess Mr. 
Pratt judged Berlin by what it was some 
years ago, when be was a student bere. 
In this be made a mistake. The Ber- 
lin of now is the very reverse of 
the Berlin of then. At that time there was no 
difficulty in getting at least a respectful bear- 
ing for any novelty. Now all novelties are 
frowned down. “Give us Wagner! is the 
ery. Since the reception at Mr. Pendieton’s I 
bear that Mr. Pratt has abandoned the idea of 
producing the opera bere, and will return to 
America to get the American School of 
Opera to take it up. I doubt it he succeeds 
there, for 1 judge, from what] heard a few 
months ago, that that concern is American 
only in name. Au agent of it was bere secur- 
ing artists tor the company. “ Why,” said I, 
1 thought you were going to bave only 
Americans in it.“ That,“ said he, is what 
we say to catch the suckers. We are working 
the ‘ patriotic’ racket for all it is worth. But 
don’t you be fooled by it.“ 
SOCIAL RANK OF THE PENDLETONS. 

There has been some attempt co work up a 
report that Mr. Pendleton would soon resign 
because bis wite was not satisfied with her so- 
cial position bere. I think I am altugether safe 
in sayiug there is no foundation whatever for 
such talk. Probably most of it arises from the 
“affair’’ between Mr. Pendleton and the Amer- 
ican Consul-General, though I believe that is 
now amicably settled. A sensational paper in 
Paris lately printed what purported to be a let- 
ter written by Consul-General Raine, in which 
these remarks concerning Mrs. Pendleton oc- 
curred: “No wonder that a lady acoustomed 
to look upon herself as the pink of society 
at home should feel disconcerted at finding 
herseif in Berlin in contact, with thousands 
of women even more dignified and exclusive 
than herself, and who base their pretensions 
on the merits of ancestors running back to the 
Crusades. These scions of the great families 
pretend to see nothing in the husband of Mrs. 
Pendleton, though he be an ex-Senator and 
politician, however respectabie; but that after 
all be is but an ordinary commoner.” Well, 
what of that? It made a great sensation in the 
American colony here, and the good taste of 
writing it is at least open to question. But if 
itis all true, what of it? Mrs. Pendieton is not 
only a lady, but she is an intelligent woman. 
Doubtless she understood, before coming bere, 
the artificial etiquet of court society. She 
doubtless knew of the homage paid here to 
noble“ birth and ancient ancestry. It is 
absurd to suppose, however, that she is either 
surprised or piqued at her 


b 
bis length of service. As a new-comer, Mr. 
Pendleton is at the foot of the column. I re- 
member that in like manner at Washington the 
representative of the King of the Sandwich 
Islands used to outrank all other diplomats, 
the Ministers of England. France, and Ger- 
many coming after him. So the venerable 
Comte de Launay, the Italian Ambassador, is 
dean of the Diplomatic Corps bere, having been 
here longest. Of course, Mr. and Mrs. Pendie- 
ton understand this. They understand, also, 
that Mr. Pendleton is merely a Minister, and 
not an Ambassador, and so cannot, according 
to etiquet, invite the Emperor th dine with 
him. But the American Minister und his wife 
bave been weil received here, and have made an 
excellent impression, and are treated with all 
due respect and honor. They are fully satis- 
fied, too, with their social positon, and all 
stories to the contrary may be set down as 
baseiess. 

NOTABLE PERSONAGES. 

The twenty-tiith anniversary of the accession 
of Kaiser Wilhelm as King of Prussia was 
splendidiy celebrated Jan. 3. The true date 
was Jan. 2, of course, but as that was the anni- 
versary ot his predecessor's death the pious 
old Emperor insisted upon the postponement of 
jubilation patil the next day. As a matter of 
fact, however, Jan. 2 is not the anniversary of 
the former King's death. It is well known to a 
few of the “inner circle” at court that ne 
reaily died the morning of Dec. 31, and that his 
death was kept a secret for two days in order 
that the New Year's festivities might not be in- 
terfered witb. 

Official preparations are said to be in active 
progress for the abdication of Ludwig II. of 
Bavaria. Formal proclamatie ot the event 
will de made in August next, and Ludwig's

THE POSTMAN ROUSES MR. BERGH WITH A 
$25,000 CHECK. 

New York Heraid: Mr. Henry Bergh has had 
an interesting littie story to tell ever since last 
Saturdey. The great snow-storm that began 
Friday night was still raging,’’ he said yester- 
day, “and I was sitting before my fire con- 
trasting in my mind the magnitude and ease of 
my lifework today with what it was twenty- 
five years ago. 1 then had bard work to get a 
few cents even from earnest sympathizers. 
All the money was needed in relieving the 
suffering dumb brutes to be seen on nearly 
every street, and my office was a bare, dark 
room at Fourth street and Broadway. It was 
so mean that Mr. Belmont and other callers 


remonstrated with me for not moving into 
better quarters; but worse than poverty were 
the ridicule of the papers and the antagonism 
of the courts. One day, after losing an im- 
portant case, I walked up Broadway almost 
resolved to abandon the work. Never before 
bad I feit so despairing. 

“Something moved me to turn aside to call 
on Mr. H. B. Claflin, then a great merchant 
and highly esteemed as a generous and philan- 
thropic man. I had never met him. I said, 
‘Mr. Claflin, I am henry Bergh. I simply 
called to ask you if you approve of the work I 
have undertaken.’ 

Mr. Claflin seized my hand warmly and 
said: ‘Il sympath.ze with you thoroughly, and 
so does my wife. I am delighted that you 
have called. Tell me what I can do to help 
your work.’ 

“I said, ‘You have done me more good 
already than I can teil you. You have saved 
me from despair, and I can ask no more from 
you.” With that I went away more resoived 
than ever before to protect the dumb beast. 
But Mr. Clatlin sought me out, and trom that 
day forward he was so liberai that I had to 
protest he was doing more than his shure.

BRITISH RACES, 

Dr. John Beddoe has published the results 
of thirty years’ study of the races which make 
up the population of Britain. He takes county 
by county from the Shetlands to Cornwall and 
examines ail available statistics after persona) 
acquaintance with the inhabitants, measuring 
heads and noting the color of skin, hair, and 
eyes. He places great reliance on the latter, 
thinking chat the color of the bair is so near- 
ly permanent in races of men as to be tairly 
trustworthy evidence in matters of ethnical 
descent; and that neariy as much may be said 
for the color of the eyes. Artists will find a 
curious conclusion in his volume—namely: 
that the darker skinned portion of the popula- 
tion of Britain is gaining on the blonde. He 
holds that the Gaelic and Iberian races of the 
West, mostly dark-haired, are tending toswamp 
the blonde Teutonic of England by a reflex 
emigration. This may account for the wide 
difference found by the tourist between the 
average Briton whom he sees and the typivai 
Briton of the pictures,

Miller case bas gone to the Secretary. 
lieved that the decision will be that Miller shail 
retain his land. The case relly involves the 
question whether the Secretary of the Interior 
bas the rigbt to withdraw from settlement the 
lands of the Northern Pacific Railroad that lie 
within the indemnity limits. This particular 
case is one where a settier bas gone on and 
taken up lands that had by the orders of the 
Secretary been withdrawn from settlement. 
The decision of the case either way will give 
hundreds of thousands of acres either to the 
raliroad or to the settiers. In Washington 
Territory alone the Northern Pacific Railroad 
Company has selected 380,000 acres more land 
than it is entitled to, even should every acre 
settied apon be adjudicated against the com- 
pany. Commissioner Sparks decided the Miller 
case against the railroad company. 

One of the most singular things about this 
whole matter of indemoity grants to railroads 
is that almost nothing bas ever been finally 


decided.* The railroad companies have been 


very careful to keep the leading questions out 
of the Supreme Court. If they are beaten in a 
single case they eubmit and yield, but go on 
doing the same thing elseywhere, while if a 


decision were made in the Supreme Court 


they would not dare disregard it. 
HOW BLACK GOT TIILERE. 

The real story of Gen. Black's appointment 
to the Pension Office bas never been told. 
When Senator Lamar was offered the laterior 
Deportment portfolio it was thought that the 
country might not like the notion of a Con- 
federate Brigadier in the Cabinet. To offset 
that, search was made for a Union Briga- 
dier who was a Democrat to put into the Pen- 
sion Bureau.

THE UTAH LAND FRAUDS. 


THEY WERE PERPETRATED IN THE EARLY 
DAYS OF THE LAND OFFICE BY THE HEAD 
OF THE MORMON CHU RCH—A TRICK IN PRE- 
EMPTING —DEMENT’S RECKLESS STATE- 
MENTS. 

Saur Lake Crry, Utah, Feb. 9.—[Special, |— 
The excitement over the reputed statements of 
R. S. Dement, the new Surveyor-General, has 
died out. Dement was not here long enough 
te be much known. Great frauds in land en- 


tries "were undeniably perpetrated in the early 
“days of the Land Office, and these have lately 


been fully reported by a Special Agent, who 
spent ali last summer and fall in looking 
up such frauds. Brigham Young, President of 
the Mormon Church, was the chief man in such 
work. He had a four-room bouse built on 
runners. Hauling it to the centre of a section 
of land, each one of the four quarters would 
have a room on its corner. Four men would 
sleep there one night, each occupying a sep- 
arate room, and the next day they would make 
preémption filings at the Land Office, while 
four otaer men would perform a similar 
act the next night and day, and so on till most 
of the beautiful Cache Valley was thus en- 
tered, Soon afterwards the men appeared at 
‘the Land Office, proved up on their prebmp- 
tions, paid over $1.25 per acre, which had been 
handed to them inacrowd by some one at 
their back, and then they would deed the land 
to Brigham Young. Your correspondent bas 
seen the affidavits of men who acted for Young 
in making these fraudulent entries, for which 
service they were paid eight bushels of wheat. 
Reporte on and proofs of these frauds are on 
file in the Department of the Secretary of the 
Interior at Washington, and it remains to be 
seen whether any action will be taken in the 
matter or whether, as has been the case in 
similar matters, the papers will be pigeon-holed 
indefinitly. Dement was here long enough to 
learn some of the facts, and, getting to 
Washington, seems to have gone off half-cocked 
and made a number of reckless statements 
which have placed him in an unpleasant pre- 
dicament. In the past Utah has had several 
Federal officials who winked at these things, 
but the present officials, it 1s believed, are 
honest, true wen, and Dement’s charges 
against them are set down as wholly ground- 
less.

An Alleged Deal Which Would Give 
the Lackawanna the Best Chi- 
cago Terminal Facilities. 


Jay Gould Said to Be Identified with 
the Scheme—Chicago Railroad Offices 
Moving Southward. me 


Minneapolis Transit Rates—Important De- 
cision—Coupon Tickets The Read- 
ing SyndicateItems. 


In connection with the report that the Dela- 
ware, Lackawanna & Western and the Chicago 
& Atlantic are considering an amalgamation of 
their interests which by the construction of 
about 100 miles of new road from Newcastle, 
Pa., to Marion, O., would give the Lackawanna 
a through line to Chicago, it is stated that an- 
other important deal is under consideration, 
which if consummated would give the Lacka- 
wanna better terminal facilities at Chicago 
than are enjoyed by any of the other roads 
centering in this city. This scheme means the 
purchase by the Lackawanna or parties 
interested in it of the Belt Rajlroad 
Company from the Western Indiana. 
By securing the control of the Chica- 
go & Atlantic the Lackawanna would obtain 
the interest of that road in the Western In- 
diana and use the terminal facilities of the 
latter. These, bowever, would not be suffi- 
client to accommodate the Lackawanna’s great 
coal trade or give it the elevator facilities it 
needs. It therefore wants to secure the sole 
control of the Belt Line, which will give it an 
entrance to the elevator at Nineteenth street 
and tothe Stock-Yards. It will also enable it 
to locate large coal-yards and docks at South 
Chicago, and be able to transfer cars from that 
point to all the roads centering in this city 
without restriction. It is stated that the vari- 
ous roads owning the Western Indiana are 
willing to sell the Belt Line, as it bas never 
proven a profitable investment, but there is 
considerable dickering regarding the price. 
Jay Gould, it is said, is prominemily con- 
nected with the new scheme, and it was be who 
opened the negotiauens for the amalgamation 
of the Lackawanna and Chicago & Atlantic 
between President Sloan of the former and 
President Jewett of the latter. Mr. Gould no 
doubt means to bring the Wabash into the new 
combination and make it the St. Louis outlet 
of the new line. 


MOVING SOUTHWARD. 

Up to about two years ago ail the local ticket 
ana freight offices .were/jocated in the district 
surrounding the Sherman House. No 
would bave dared before that to move out of 
that district for fear of losing this business.

and would soon be glad to get 
back within the old time-honored boundaries. 
But it bas prospered in its new location beyond 
ali expectations, and several of the other roads 
have found it convenient and advantageous to 
move further south. Conspicuous among 
these is the Rock Island, which removed 
its local ticket and freight offices 
from the Sherman House to the 
southwest corner of Clark and Washington 
streets, and the Chicago & Atlantic, which lo- 
cated its offices in the Methodist Church Block. 
south of Washington. Since then a majority 
of the local freight offices have been moved 
to the immediate vicinity of the new Board of 
Trade Builcing. From present indications it 
seems that the intersection of Clark and Ad- 
ams streets will become the principal location 
for railroad offices, Several companies are 
now trying to secure the store at the south- 
west corner of Clark and Adams streets for 
local offices. 


EASTBOUND FREIGHT DEMORALIZATION, 

Negotiations are now going on in New York 
between the managers of the trunk lines and 
President Huntmgton of the Chesapeake & 
Ohio with a view of inducing the latter to join 
the east-bound pool from St. Louis and accept 
a given percentage of both the east and west 
bound traffic. This is believed to be the only 
means by which the new trunk line combina- 
tion can be continued. It is found impossibie 
to maintain east-bound rates as long as the 
Chesapeake & Ohio is able to make whatever 
rates it chooses. It has demonstrated lately 
that it is a powerful factor in the east-bound 
business, and that it .can secure with free 
competition at least 50 per cent of ail the 
east-bound traffic from St. Louis. Durm the 
last two weeks it has taken about 60 
per cent of the business from St. Louis. Of 
course the Chesapeake & Ohio can expect no 
such percentage from the pools, but the St. 
Louis lines, rather than have their business de- 
mogal.zed and taken away from them, are 
willing to give it a fair share of their business. 
If the present negotiations for the admission 
of the Chesapeake & Ohio into the Eastern 
combinanon fail no further attempts will be 
made to maintain races. 

A meeting of the Chicago committee of 
east-bound freight traffic was beld at the joint 
agents’ office yesterday. The question of 
east-bound rates was referred to, byt no action 
taken. While all the roads claimed that they 
are maintaining tariff rates, yet it was the 
opinion that considerable underhand work 
was going on, and that open cuts 
were being made from junction points west of 
Chicago. No active hostilities, however, are 
likely to be commenced until the return of 
Commissioner Blanchard from the East. 


SIGNED TOO HASTILY. 


The Chicago, St. Louis & Western Railroad 
Company filed a bill in the ‘Superior Court 
against the Bristol & South Wales Railway 
Wagon Company, Union Rolling-Stock Com- 
pany, William A. Adams, and the Indianapolis 
Car & Manufacturmeg Company to reform a 
contract. it appears from the bill that in May, 
1883, the compisinant made a contract for the 
purchase of 300 box-cars of the Indianapolis 
Car & Manufacturing Company. The other de- 
fendants were to advance 90 per cent of the 


_ cost, less 5 per cent commissions, which was to 


be repald in eigbty-four monthly installments. 
Adams was delegated to draw up the agree- 
ment. He presented a contract partly printed 
and partly written, which was executed, but 
turned out to be different from the one con- 
templated by the parties in severa) particulars. 
The interest to be paid under the contract as 
executed was more than had been stipulated 
for. Suits have been commenced in the United 
States Courts, however, on the contract, and 
the complaint fears it may suffer great in- 
justice unless the instrument is conformed to 
the intention. 


THE READING SYNDICATES. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Feb. 9.—[Special.]—The 
proposed reorganization of the Reading Rail- 
road has already practically accomplished 
what was thought impossible three weeks ago 
a restoration of confidence among the an- 
thracite carrying companies. Whatever may 
come of the Reading scheme, it is now certain 
that the coal trade will be harmonious and that 
the companies, including Heading and the 
Pennsylvania, will work in unison.

THE NATIONAL PRINTING COMPANY. 

A creditor's bill was filed yesterday in the United 
States Circuit Court by the Hanover National Bank 
of New York against the National Printing Compa- 
ny, C. H. McConnell, J. M. Stimpson, Davison and 
H. 8. Daisiel, W. K Meadoweraft, and the Dalstel 
National Printing Comvany w set aside a sale of 
the National Printing Company to Daiziel. The 
bank says it recovered a judgment for $4,360 re- 
centiy against the National Printing Company 
which has not been paid. July 25, 1885, the com- 
pany's assets, except its bank accounts and bills 
receivable, were sold for 650.00 to Davi- 
son Daisiel, and in November Dalziel 
sold the same property for $60,000 
to the Daiziel National Printing Company. The 
bank charges that these sales were fraudulent, and 
made with intention to defraud; that they were for 
a grossiy inadequate price, the property being 
worth $250,000 at the time of the sale; that the 
stipulated amount was not paid, or if it was the 
money is now held in trust for the National Print- 
ing Company; and that by an arrangement between 
McConnell and the Dalziel Company he is still the 
virtual owner of the latter concern, and the stock 
is held in trust tor him. The bank therefore wants 
the sale ripped open, so that it can seize the prop- 
erty to satisfy ite own judgment. 


HARZFELD, FRIEND & CO. 

A creditor's bill was filed yesterday in the Supe- 
rior Court by the Somerset Manufacturing Com- 
pany against Harsfeld, Friend & Co. and others to 
set aside the confessions of judgment re- 
cently entered up against the defendant firm for 
some $73,000. The notes under which the judg- 
ments were entered were given, as is charged, 
when the firm was insolvent, and forthe purpose 
ot defrauding their creditors, and large attorneys’ 
fees, to the amount of over $3,600, were allowed. 
The goods of the firm at Nos. 240 and 242 Hast 
Monroe street were seized by the Sherif and sold 
for $57,821, most of them being bought 
by H. A. Kohn.

HUGE BLOCK OF STONE TUMBLES FROM 

THE COURT-HOUSE CORNICE AT A WOMAN'S 

FREET—A GOOD PLACE TO KEEP AWAY 

FROM. . 

People in the vicinity of the east entrance to 
the County Building were startled about 8:30 
last evening by a loud report resembling a 
mine explosion, which was foliowed instantly 
by the crash of breaking stone and the screams 
of a woman. A rush was made to the en- 
trance, where the noise seemed to originate, but 
when it was ascertained that a large cornice 
pendant, consisting of a block of stone weigh- 
mg 150 pounds, bad failen from the fourth 
story of the facade of the building, the crowd 
promptly dispersed from the sidewalk and 
made their observations from a safer location. 
When the stone fell a woman was passing the 
spot, and the block struck the steps of the en- 
trance within three feet of ber, bounding off 
and landing on the sidewalk at ber side. She 
screamed and staggered up against the iron 
fountain situated there, but recovered herself 
and went on ber way before any one reached 
the spot. The pendant was the sixth from the 
south end of the cornice, and in its descent 
just missed the cornice over the doorway, 
coming with terrific force on to the 
steps, two of which it broke into 
fragments and lifted a third out 
of place. The steps are solid granit, and have 
a brick foundation, but were pnable to with- 
stand the crushing biow dealt by the falling 
stone. Had it struck the lover cornice on its 
way down it would undoubtedly have torn out 
amass of heavy stonework and perbaps dis- 
lodged tne huge granit pillars that ornament 
the second story facade. Luckily, no one was 
hurt; but it will be a dangerous place to walk, 
for there is little doubt that the stone was dis- 
lodged by the action of frost, supplemented 
by asudden thaw. Other pieces of the build- 
ing are thought liable to fall at any moment.

The financial affairs of the Board of Educa- 
tion of District 2, so long in such a disagree- 
able state, are gradually drifting into better 
shape. At the closing of the school work in 
June last teachers’ warrants remained out- 
standing and unpaid to the amount of $14,009, 
while the treasury contained only $483.16, with 
$42,000 to come trom taxes. At the end of the 
present year it is expected that the debts will 
be paid, and acash balance of over $90,000 left 
to the credit of the board. Up to the present 


time this year the board has met all carrent ’ 


expenses with cash. April 1, last year, $70,000 
bad been borrowod; teachers warrants to the 
amount of $41,000 were outstanding and unpaid, 
and there was but little in the treasury. 
When work was resumed last fall all debts 
were paid and current expenses settled. Teach- 
ers’ warrants amounting to $40,000 have accu- 
mulated since, and are still unpaid. The col- 
lections however. will bring in $160,000, which, 
owing to expenses, will be reduced to $90,000. 
With $65,000 of this sum it is to 
bulld two school-houses—one in the vicinity of 
Fortieth street, and the other near Fifty-first 
street, leaving a balance of $25,000. It 18 
thought thatthe board will be ableto dis- 
charge all liabilities by June.

BREAKING AN ICE GORGE, 


ST. LOUIS STEAMBOATMEN ENDEAVOR “ro 
REMOVE IT WITH DYNAMITE. 

Sr. Louis, Mo., Feb. 9.—[Special.]—A half- 
dozen attempts were made today to open the 
ice gorge in the river by the use of dynamite, 
Thousands congregated along the levee and on 
the bridge expecting the ice to go out and 
hoping to Witness the exciting scenes of four 
years ago. All the steamboatmen and those 
interested in steamboat property were on hand 
early, and operations were begun on the East 
St. Louis shore. Two large dynamite cartridges 
were exploded four feet under the ice and 100 
yards from the shore. The explosion threw 
large pieces of ice as high as fifty feet, and 
tore great holes in the congealed bed that 
covers the river. The plan, however, was not 
successful, as the floating ice would take the 
place of that dislodged and thus strengthen 
the gorge. Over a million dollars’ worth of 
steamboat property is in an exposed condition, 
and the ice is expected to start at any hour. 
The boats are attempting to get out of the 
dangerous currents, and the attack on the ice 
near the shore continues.
